HOW EMIGRATING 


Seeking Cheap Land Which 
Is Not to Be Found in 
the Hawkeye State. 


THERE IS NOTHING THE 
MATTER WITH IOWA 


Emigrant Business to All Parts of the 
World, West and Southwest, Is 
Greater Than the Roads 
Can Handle. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIOUX CITY, Io., March 14.—Iowa has 
ceased to be a child state and has become 
a mother state. 

The farm state which so recently marked 
the western border of civilization, is send- 
out her children to all the West and here- 
after Iowa reunions will be with sons that 
have gone out to prairie homes, and not 
with Ohio or Indiana fathers of pilgrims 
to the Hawkeye state. 

For two years there has been a constant- 
ly increasing march of farmers away from 
Iowa. This is so noticeable that the ques- 


tion has been asked: What ia ‘the matter 


with Iowa”? 

Nothing is the matter. Iowa's sons are 
leaving their homes to do what their fath- 
ers have done in Iowa. It is not that they 
think too lightly of Iowa's fields, but that 
they have learned well the lesson of the 


pioneer. 

So it is that every week farmers of all 
ages are going from Iowa to all the states 
of the southwest, to the far riorthwest, to 
the Dakotas. to Minnesota, even into Can- 
ada, in search of cheap land that may be 
made high-priced land by the skillful meth- 
od of the lowa farmer. 


Business Too Big 


for Railroads. 

It is impossible to estimate the number. 
Last week there passed through Sioux City 
in a single day three emigrant trains of 4n 
aggregate of $1 cars. Nearly. all of these 
were lowans, and nearly all were going to 
North Dakota. Sioux City is but one of 
many gateways to the northwest. At the 
little town of Mapleton, half a dozen cars 
of emigrants. spent five days last week 
beseeching passing conductors to take them 
away to the Dakotas. The emigrant busi- 
ness is confessedly Jarger than the rail- 
roads can handle with comfort to the pas- 
sengers.

Wealthy men whose credit is notorious- 
ly ood have been unable to procure a ]oan 

¢ $100 upon Dakota farms or lands of any 
ae exvect Iowa. Notwithstanding this, 
the lowa farmers are keeping right on buy- 
ing western lands.

These emigrants are buying land at 
prices that were paid for Iowa land not 
more than 30 to 50 years ago. They are 
popeneas upon these cheap lands to rise 

value, as did the Iowa farms, and be- 
eve they may win as large fortunes as 
did the early comers of Iowa. 

In this part of Iowa instances are not 
rare in which land that sold a quarter of 
@ century ago for $10 an acre w brings 
$65. So the sons of these men w earned 
this big advance are not buying high- 

riced neighboring land, but they want to 

© as their fathers did. so they take a 
railroad and go west until they can find 
$10 land.

age price of improved Iowa land is now 
in excess oF $50 an acre, and much of it 
is as hi as $70 or $80. Pioneers who 
bought t ts land a few decades ago were 
ri Uculed as were the pilots of the prairie 
echooners who journeyed 15 and ® years 
ago to Bouth Dakota.

It will 
be news to th epeople of Platte County, 
however, to learn that Mrs. Nellie Mont- 
gomery has been freed at this time. The 
facts, in connection with her release, have 
been kept a profound secret. Usually the 
public is informed of these matters, but 
the row between the governor and his ap- 
pointee precluded such an announcement. 

*datte County knew Nellie Montgomery 
as an undesirable acquaintance. During 
her three years’ stays among the people 
of Dearborn, Mo., she had earned an un- 
enviable reputation. Frequent quarrels 
with her neighbors led to a slander suit 
with Mrs. Montgomery as the complainant. 
Among the witnesses for the defense was a 
Mrs. Mary Rozier. 

Angered at the testimony of Mrs. Rozier, 
Nellie Montgomery swore to be revenged. 
The sult was dismissed, and then Mrs. 
Montgomery started out to forcibly punish 
those who had opposed her. Mrs. Rozier 
was the first one to come into her way. 

Drawing a revolver from the folds of 
her dress Nellie Montgomery fired three 
shots, two of which took effect in Mrs. 
Rozier’s stomach. 

For six weeks the injured woman hov- 
ered between life and death. The senti- 
ment of the citizens of Dearborn was 
against Mrs. Montgomery, and she was 
tried quickly and sentenced to three and a 
half years’ imprisonment.

He knew 
that Mrs. Montgomery was a “trusty’’ in 
the warden’s home. Further he knew of | 
the governor's reception and the warden's | 
presence there. It has always been the 
theory of the penitentiary officfals that 
this convict tInduced the Montgomery 
woman to slip away. 


$100 Reward 

Offered for Her. 

Immediately after she was missed, a re- 
ward of $100 was offered for the apprehen- 
Bion of the convict. Great indignation 


was manifested by the people of Platte 
County when it was learned that Nellie 
Montgomery had with comparativé ease 
made her escape. 

Efforts were made time and again to se. 
cure the woman's pardon, but to no pur- 
»08e. ; 

Both the judge before whom she was 
tried and the prosecuting attorney refused 
to sign a petition for her pardon, declar- 
ing that she deserved the punishment de- 
creed by the jury which passed on her 
fate. 

When she surrenedered herself just four 
months after she had left prison walls, the 
warden placed her in one of the work- 
shops. 

Later he transferred her to his own 
home. Recently Gov. Dockery learned 
that the woman had been made a “trusty” 
again. 
He sent for the warden and instructed 
that official to send her back to hard labor 
in the penitentiary. Following this came 
the request for the woman’s releas®, ‘tov, 
Dockery was unwilling that she should be 
turned free, saying that her escape ab- 
rogated the contemplated enforcement of 
the three-fourths rule. 

Finally. it is said, the governor consented 
on condition that Mrs. Montgomery should 
not go back to Platte County. 

She did not. After she was ‘dressed out’ 
at the penitentiary she took a train for 
St. Louis and is now there. 

Mrs. Montgomery has three children 
ranging from 10 to 15 vears, who are liv- 
ing @? the farm at Deardurn with cheir 
father. who is separated from his wife. 

To the penitentiary officials Nellie Mont- 
gomery seemed a remarkable woman. She 
told conflicting stories in connection with 
her escape.

She said she wanted to get away in order 
to look after a large sum of money which 
she had invested for her children. 

She refused to go into the details of her 
crime. was silent as to her movements 
after she reached St. Louis, and dec ined 
to either reveal! the name of her attorney 
or to designate in what railroads or real 
estate her money was invested. Mrs. Mont- 
gomery is about 40 years old. She is rather 
stout, weighing about 145 pounds, and is 
five feet four inches tall. Her face, in re- 

ose, is kind and motherly. There are no 
ines of dissipation. She is not addicted to 
liquor, and except for an occasional! strange 
giint in her light, bluilsh-gray eyes that 
seem to flash a danger signal. Nell‘e 
Montgomery would not impress one that 
she possessed the nerve and desperate 
characteristics of a would-be murderess.

His Action. 

“You will have to see the warden for the 
facts,’’ sald Gov. Dockery when asked 
about the case today. He stated that the 
matter was one which that official had 
himself handled and he did not know of the 
release of Mrs. Montgomery until after 
the warden had acted. 

Warden Woldridge made this statement:

‘It is not customary, I may say, to do 
s0. We are turning out prisoners eve 
day, and the books of this institution are 
open at all times to all citizens who desire 


to see them. 

‘““Now,:the fact is, that although this 
woman escaped, and the governor, be- 
cause of that fact, declined to consent to 
her release she had certainly paid the full 
penalty for the offense she - committed. 

“Mrs. Montgomery was received at the 
institution Jan. 6, 1900, and under the rule 
which empowers the warden to release 
prisoners who have served three-fourths 
of their time. her sentence would have ex- 
pired Aug. 20. 1992. 

“On Jan. 20, 1902, she escaped, and re- 
turned of her own volition July 10, 1902. If 
this woman had been desperate as her ac- 
cusers painted her, I do not think she 
would ever have come back to finish her 
Sentence. 

“It is true she was a trusty at my house 
and I had a kindly feeling for her. 

“Il always thought that she had been 
maligned. and Was sure certain 
poisoned the governor’s 

against her. 

“t"pon her return last August 
mended her pardon to the. governor.

BERLIN, March 14.—Germany, as soon 
as the reciprocity treaty between Cuba and 
the United States is ratified, will ask both 
the Cuban and United States governments 
for identical privileges. 

It is also intimated that other govern- 
ments intend to request the same treat- 
ment. 

While annoyed at the prospect of the 
United States trade having lower tariffs 
in Cuba than that of Germany, no one 
supposes that even a collective protest on 
the part of the continental countries would 
cause either the Untted States or Cuba to 
recede.

MASON CITY, Io., March 14.—Organiza- 
tion among the farmers for mutua! pro- 
tection is no longer a question of theory, 
but it has been demonstrated beyond ques. 
tion that it is exceedingly practical and 
therefore profitable. 

When the co-operative idea was first 
launched. many concerns were unfortu- 
nate in getting agents that were not re 
lfable and officials that were easily  in- 


fluenced. Consequently many concerns 
went down. Among the institutions that 
flourished from its beginning was the 
Rockwell Farmers’ Co-operative, and it is 
now everywhere acknowledged to be the 
most succe.sful enterprise of its kind in 


existence. 

Last year it @id $615,000 worth of busi- 
ness on less than three-fourths of 1 per 
cent, and this year it has again demon- 
strated the fact that such things can be 
done, doing $601,000 worth of business at 
less than 1 per cent. 

The Rockwell society has been a eat 
stimulus to other societies. When they are 
tottering a representative is sent to the 
agent at Rockwell] and in many cases the 
trouble Is soon rectified and they again 
take up the work with renewed determina- 
tion to win For instance, north of the 
Rockwell soctety, about 25 mies, 48 the 
Freeman eociety. Two years ago it was 
about to give up the ghost. The cause was 
looked into and it was found that discon 
tent prevailed. Two members went to 
work and made a thorough canvass of the 
community, every man was lincd up so 
that today the membership numbers 200 
and every man ts a friend and a patron 
of the co-operative. 

A firm undertook to do business in that 
community and in three months was able 
to buy only two loads of grain. Another 
concern thought It could do better and 
tried it for four months and was unable 
to buy a carioad tn all that time. The re. 
sult is that the opposing ejevator is to- 
day locked up and not doing business. Af 
Rockford, 20 milea east, a stro :g society 
exists, but this fall it ran up against a 
new proposition. It shipped four cara of 
grain to Chkeago, expecting to sel) on the 
market. There has been a bard fight going 
on against the co-operatives and on ao- 
count of this prejudice the Reekford com 
pany was unable to dispose of theses four 
cars of grain. Rockwell straightened these 
affairs out in short order by open'ng an 
entirely new market through Peoria and 
this difficulty will hereafter be avoided. 


A More Open 

Market Wanted 

“A more open market for the co-: perat- 
ive grains!’ is becoming a cy that is 
now going up all alung the line. That a 
desperate effort is being made by middle- 
men and speculators to cfush out he 
threatened possibility of the entire grain 
market of the country paseing into the 
handea of co-déperative institut! ps cannot 
be denied. They are boycotting cars 
shipped from these concerns wherever thév 
can he spotted. Last Saturday the Rock 
well Society was asked to lead in an im 
portant movement, and it may be that it 
will be favorably acted upon. [t is to 
estabiish a commission man of thelr own 
in every tmportant grain market in the 
country. With the assistance of such a 
man it is more than probable that all d'f- 
ficnities over placing grains and produce 
will be avoided. It {s aiso quite likely 
tbat there will be a genéral merger of co- 
operative interests in the state That is 
now being sought after. 

The mervelour success of the Rockwell 
institution is dye iy to the business 
sagncity of Hon. N Jenmsmore. He is a 
farmer.

n. who was mortally shot at the battle 
o Shtlch, and of whom Jefferson Davis 
said on the Gay of his death: “I lnave lost 
mv right arm.” 
On the reverse side of the paper is 
written:

LEXINGTON, Ky., March 12—In pur- 
suing Kentucky’s war claim of $1,323,999, 
Attorney C. C. Caihoun of Lexington se- 
cured a wife and a smal) fortune. 

The fortune amounts to $122,400, or 10 per 
cent of the claim 

The young woman who is now Mrs. Cal- 
houn was Miss Kate Overton, formerly of 
Frankfort. The young couple are now in 
Louisviile. 

The money for which Kentucky made a 
claim was for equipping soldiers for the 
civil war. 

A year ago Capt. Calhoun, a poor but 
bright young lawyer, appeared before Gov 
Beckham and said that much money was 
due the state from the government. The 
governor encouraged the young lawyer to 
this extent: 

“All right, Calhoun. I'll appoint you to 
represent the estate and if you collect it 
you will get a fee of 10 per cent.”’

Community of Interest Pre- 
vails, Stockholders in 
Each Being Same. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 14.—The com- 
munity of interest plan is being worked 
out by & syndicate of capitalists) which is 
organizing small banks all over the State 
of Kentucky. 

us far 15 of these banks have been or- 
ganized, each having a capita! of |$15,000, or 
an aggregate capital af $225,000. Other 
banks wiil be organized in the near future, 
and when the plans are completed the syn- 
dicate will have a chain of banks through- 
out the State in which it has more or less 
interest. In some of these banks the syndi- 
cate owns the controlling interest, while in 
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tment ‘ the members hold a m«nority in- 
res 

Whether the word “syndicate’’ is exact- 
ly the right one to apply to the organizers 
of these banks is a question. They are a 
set of men who have subscribed for stock 
in the different banks, the remainder of the 
stock having been taken by the people in 
the counties in which they were organized. 
The organizers are working together, but 
whether they are banded together for that 
purpose by agreement is not known. 

The leaders in the organization are John 
J. McHenry and Clint C. McClarty of 
Louisville, Ike C. Adair of Fordsville, A. 

Wilson of Rochester, W. . Porter, 
Berea; R. B. Porter, Caneyville: F. P. 
Stum, Murray, and several others. Most 
of these mentioned are cashiers of banks 
in their respective cities. 

The First National Bank is the Loulsville 
end of the syndicate. 


The idea of forming this community of 
interest sems to be to permit the banks out 
in the state to transfer their balances 
where money is in demand to other friend- 
ly banks, and thus to — the money de- 
posited, as far as it is safe to do so, em- 
ployed profitably. For instance, one of 
these little banks may have a surplus of 
funds, while another in a different section 
of the state may have a greater demand 
for money than it can supply. The bank 
that has a surplus canitransfer money to 
the other bank tWat needs.it, and thus loan 
its funds out at a higher rate of interest 
than could be commanded by putting it out 
at interest in the city.

The Judge Opened Court With 
a Prayer for Divine 
Guidance, 


SOME CASES OF LONG 
STANDING IN THE COURT 


Severe Task That Confronts Judge 
Enoch of Smith County, Miss.— 
History of Some of the Most 
Famous Cases, 


JACKSON, Miss., March 14.—With 13 mur- 
der cases to dispose of Judge Enochs of 
Sweet County opened the March term of 
the County Court with prayer by Rev. J. 
D. Crymes, asking divine guidance in the 
administration of justice. 

Such an appalling docket has never before 
confronted a Mississippi judge. 

Some of the cases are of long standing, 
but many are of recent date. As is usually 
the case, Sullivan’s Hollow furnished a 
good deal of grist, and the name of Sulli- 
van figures extensively in the proceedings. 


Two years ago George Sullivan, while 
in a skiff fishing on a mill pond, was shot 
from ambush by his cousins, Sam Sullivan, 
Mack and Vernon Howell. Bee Sullivan 
turned state’s evidence, Meving been in tae 
secret of the killing, and a few days later 
Vic Sullivan was assassinated on the side 
of the road, the impression being that he 
was taken for Bee, the one who hed given 
the murderers away. Their case is placed 
first on the docket for this term, and a 
great deal of interest is manifested. 

Another case that attracts a great deal 
of interest is that in which Mack Ingram 
is to be tried for the killing of L. C. Lit- 
tle, the assessor of the vounty. Three or 
four week agv Little’s cook left him. and 
she was located In Ingram'’s house. TAttle 
went after her and Ingram shot him off his 
horse, killing him Instantly in the presence 
of his two little sons, who are the chief 
witnesses. 

Jack Sullivan, the slayer of Wilson Sul- 
livan, his uncle, has left the county and 
cannot be located. It will be recalled that 
& month ago “‘Wild Bill’ and Wilson Sul- 
livan, brothers, engaged in a rough and 
tumble fight, seeing which, Jack, a son of 
the former, rushed in with his knife and 
stabbed his uncle to death.

{utchinson’s inventions, the effect of 
which is to ve such intensity of sound 
waves that they will penetrate ears that 
have never before heard a sound. It can 
be carried in the pocket. 


Test Made 
With Deaf Persons. 
The first subject experimented on was a 
youth of 18. He was born deaf, dumb and 


blind. Two years ago when Mr. Hutchinson 
had perfected his firet apparatus, he tried 
it on this war’ and the 1 learned for the 
first time what the three words ‘‘papa 

‘mamma’ and “hello’’ sounded like. tie 
did not hear the words again until fr 
day afternoon, and as soon as he heard 
them he waa able to repeat them as well 
as a deaf mute can who has learned to ar- 
ticulate at all, after Mr. Hutchinson. 

The expression on the boy’s face when he 
heard ge was @o pathetically joyous that 
many of the women were affected to tears. 

The second subject to be experimented 
upon was Mary McGirr, 21 years old. It 
was very much of an anniversary day for 
her. On the day of the great blizzard, 
March 12, 1888, she had as good hearing, 
sight and undegs standing ag any girl of her 
years in New York. On that day, return- 
ing from ener She caught cold, and the 
cold develop maladies which left her 
deaf, dumb and blind.

Hutchinson eaid to her the same words he 
had spoken to the previous subject. At 
the first word the girl looked startled. 
Then her face lighted up with a smile and 
she promptly repeated “‘Papa.’’

CURES FOR CONSUMPTIVES 
AND TYPHOID ANNOUNCED 


SERUM FOR TYPHOID FEVER PROF. BEHRING TELIS OF 


TESTED BY LORD LISTER. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1906, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
LONDON, March 14.—A serum to cure 
typhoid fever, discovered by. Dr. Allan 
MacFayden, of the Jenner Institute, Lon-, 
don, has been tested by Lord Lister, who 
has described its properties to the Royal 

Society. 

Dr. MacFayden has found that by crush- 
ing the microscopic cells of the typhoid 
bacillus the intracellular juices can be ob- 
tained apart from the living organism in 
a highly toxic state, and that by inject- 
ing them in small, repeated doses into 


living animals. their blood serum is ren- 
dere powerfully anti-toxic; that is, it 
becomes an antidote alike to living typhoid 
ghey and to the poison extracted from 
them. 

Animals so injected were found to be 
perfectly immune to the effects of - the 
typhoid bacillus. 

Phough hypothetically what has been 
proved of animals holds good of human 
beings, Lord Lister said experiments are

VIENA, March 14.—Prof. Behring, the 
discoverer of the dyphtheria. serum, has 
just announced that he has found a cure 
for consumption, regarding which he said 

to the Post-Dispatch correspondent here: 

“My experiments with the consumption 
serum or, as I call it, tuberculin, so far 
has been limited to cattle, but the result 
has been such that I can now experiment 
on human beings. 

“It has been obtained from men and 
women in different stages of consumption, 
and has been injected into the throats of 
cattle of different ages. In those more 
than a year old the effect has been very 
strong. Younger calves show no reaction 
at al and in hundreds of cases have 
proved one immune from the in- 
fection. Ali cattle have been inoculated 
before the age of 1 year. 

Most children became infected when ba- 
bies, and those who have tuberculosis his 
tory or tendency should be fed with milk 
from cows made immune when calves. 
This is the first step in checking this terri- 
ble scourze. :

MOTHER ON STAND 


Undergoes Severe Examina 
tion Without Wavering and 
Makes Good Witness. 


NEVER INTERFERED IN THE 
FAMILY AFFAIRS, SHE SAID 


—eclared Daughter Was Imprudent 
but Thought That She Might Have 
Acted Differently If Husband 
Had Treated Her Right. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., March 14.—A little 
woman, gowned in black, with gray hair 
drawn sharply from her forehead, wearing 
a widow's cap and gold spectacles, through 
which a pair of shrewd gray eyes peered— 
this was the picture presented by Mra. 
Maria Hull, mother of Edwin L. Burdick's 
wife, on the witness stand today. 

She was the principal witness in the in- 
quest began before Justice Murphy in the 
last despairing effort of the criminal au- 
thorities of Buffalo to solve the great Bur- 
dick murder mystery. 

The examination lasted two and a half 
hours, and was merciless, but the frail lit- 
tle woman came out of it unscathed. She 
denied that she had ever interfered in the 
quarrels of the Burdicks. 

They were old‘enough to attend to their 
own business, she quietly explained. 

Even after Mrs, Burdick left home she 

never reproachedethe husband for his ac- 
tion nor coaxed him to take his erring wife 
back. 
She and Burdick never had an angry 
word, she asserted. Burdick was a nar- 
row-minded man in many ways, the wit- 
mess declared; but she blamed his wife 
more than she blamed him. 


Mrs. Burdick Imprudent, 

Her Mother Declares. 

Mrs. Burdick “was imprudent, to say the 
least,’”’ the mother said; but she thought 


that lf Burdick ‘thad acted cifferently”’ his 
wife would have acted cifferentl, too. 

She did not explain how her son-in-law 
might have improved his conduct. She 
blamed him in some degree for his wife's 
failings; said he had always been kind and 
cor ‘siderate to her, and had called her af- 


. Mrs. Hull was in charge of the Burdick 
household after the wealthy business man 
had sent his wife away from his home. 
— Hulj threw no new ‘light on the mys- 
ery 

She and the three who went with her 
to the inquest were the cynosure of al! 
eyes. The widow of the murdered man, 
who had not left the house since the 
funeral until today, wore a long crepe veil 
and spent the entire afternoon in Supt,. 
Bull's private office. 

With her was her daughter Marion, 15 
years old, and Margaret Murray, the ser- 
.Vant, who is the ast person known to 
‘have seen Mr. Burdick alive. 

These four, comprising the household of 
the murdered man, were the principal ob- 
jects of the attention by the crowd. 

Even gay and beautiful, Mrs. Gertrude 
Paine, the dentist's wife, was ‘almost lost 
sight of in the eager interest to see the 
Burdick family. 

Mrs. Paine Wore 

a Stylish Dress. 

Mrs. Paine was dressed stylishly, wore a 
white hat, and, though her eyes were red 
with weeping, she strove to appear cheer- 
ful and chatted aimost gaily wi her Dus- 
band and her lawyer. 

Only three witnesses were examined 
throughout the entire day, and the inquest 
was adjourned until Monday afternoon. 
Mrs. Paine, Mrs. Burdick and Miss Marion 
Burdick will appe ar on Monday. 

Medical Examiner Howland told of arriv- 

ing at the house at the summons of Dr 
W. L. Marcy, the family physician, and 
of being met with a proposition to call the 
tragedy a suicide because ‘‘there had been 
a good deal of scandal about Mr. and Mrs. 
Burdick.’’ 
Dr. Howland’s report of the autopsy said 
nothing about the alleged mutilation of the 
body which has aroused so much gossip 
in Buffalo. 

The report showed that Burdick’s body 
had been moved after death at least ten 
inches along the divan, and algo that no 
medical evidence is in existence to show 
that a woman was with Burdick in thé 
“den’’ on the night of the tragedy.

Hard Rains Yesterday Soft- 
ened Embankment as the 
Flood Reached the Record 
Point, Making Engineers 
Fear for Lower Valley. 


NEW ORLEANS AW ASH 
FROM SO MUCH RAIN 


Armed Guards Patrol All the 
Dykes and Every Precau- 
tion is Being Taken—A 
Few Levees Break. 


The Mississippi river last night passed 
the 1897 flood mark practically from Cairo 
to the Gulf. In some places it went con- 
siderably above the top notch of that dis- 
astrous year 

More threatening than the attainment of 
that record mark tis the fact that the low- 
er Ohio and the lower Mississippi are still 
rising. In many places a stage of two or 
three feet above the 1897 level is expected. 

The levee as a general rule have, 
by almost superhuman effort, been held in- 
tact against the flood, but they were not 
built to meet a rise much greater than 
that of 1897. 

Now, when they are meeting the test of a 
pressure exceeding the greatest ever known 
on the fewer river, they are called wpon 
also to resist another foe almost as danger- 
ous as the river. Raine have continued 
throughout the’ lower valley for nearly a 
week, and yesterday they fell in with’ re- 
doubled energy. Many levees were appre- 
clably softened by the downpour. The en- 
gineers in charge of the dykes admit that 
the continued rains, in addition to quickly 
sweiling the river, have materially weak- 
ened the levees all along the river. Par- 
ticularly is this true in Louisiana, where 
hast night 7 inches of rain fell in a few 
hours. It was an unprecedented downpour, 
and the fear is general, from New Orleans 
to Baton Rouge, that this sudden descent 
of water has sounded the death knell of 
many of the levees in that district. It is 
theré that the greatest danger lies today, 
and an additionai two-foot rise is expected. 

The levee boards and the government 
engineers have accomplished the greatest 
achievement in the history of the Mississ- 
ippi river in having held its record flood 
practically within the levee lines. They 
are trying to do more and are working 
night and day to strengthen weak spots 
and otherwise guard against the higher 
water that its coming. In addition they 
have armed guards patrolling the embank- 
ments with orders to shoot ‘levee cutters’ 
on sight. 


LEVEE BREAKS AT 
CARUTHERS VILLE 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CARUTHERVILLE, Mo., March 14.— 
The river broke through the levee at 4 
ociock this morning, Just 2 feet below 
the Frisco station and began to flood the 
aristocratic residence secuon in the south 
end of tne city. 

Station Agent E. E. Shaver, who lives 
200 yards east of the tracks, was awaken- 
ed by the warning noise and the swish of 
the water against the base oft his home. 
He hastily arose and found a stream 
sweeping from up the levee. He sprang to 
the telephone and spread the alarm that 
the levee had broken, whisties were blown, 
bells rung and there was general excite- 
ment.

The loops on the levee, south of the 
town, are still holding, but the rainy 
weather is the most serious turn in de- 
velopments. 

The river rose six inches last night, no 
abatement looked for before Monday.

They Were Brought Back 
Last Night From Wash- 
ington, Mo., by Officers. 


PLEADED NOT GUILTY 
TO CHARGE OF MURDER 


For Safe Keeping They Will Remain 
in the St. Louis Jail Until 
Their Trial on 
July 13. 


Bank Robbers Rudolph and Collins ar- 
rived in Union Station at 6:01 on a Mis- 
souri Pacific passenger train from Wash- 
ington, Mo., in charge of Sheriff Bruch 
and Deputies Vetter and Moore. They 
stepped from the train. manacled together, 
and also chained to the two deputies on 
either side of them. 

There was no crowd or special squad of 
police td meet them. The train was long 
and as they were in a forward car they had 
to walk almost the entire length of the 
platform between the tracks in the train 
shed. Three officers of the Union Station 
squad walkei in front of them, Sheriff 
Bruch immediately behind and his depu- 
ties on either side. 

The. notse of the chains as they walked 
drew a crowd from among the attaches and 
passengers in the station midway. The of- 
ficers led the two bandits to the station 
master’s office, and then along the south 
side of the high fence which separates the 
midway from the track to the Eighteenth 
street entrance. 

Delay in the arrival of the patrol wagon 
necessitated a wait of about two minutes 
at the entrance. The curious crowd of 
passengers and station attaches swarmed 
over the steps leading to the street. When 
the wagon finally arrived the bandits were 
led through lines of people and hustled 
into it, surrounded by officers. 

Neither Rudolph nor Collins appeared so 
cheerful last night as when they left for 
Union two days ago. They were dressed 
the same except that Rudolph had left 
off hia collar and necktie. 

They took little interest in the smal] 
crowd at Union Station, Rudolph remark- 
ing, with a sneer, as he walked to the pa- 
tro! wagon: 

‘Well, I see a few of ‘em’s still here.” 

Collins said nothing. 

The preliminary hearing of the robbers 
was held before Judge Davidson of the 
Franklin County Circuit Court at 11:30 
o'clock yesterday. The courtroom was 
crowded when they were led in between 
Deputy Sheriffs Moore and Vetter. The 
most prominent. pedple of Union were pres- 
ent, eiune many women. 

The proceedings were short, and for Ru- 
Galph, and Collins seemed to have little in- 
tere Pils ts Davidson appointed Probate 
Judge J. H. Schafer, W. C Cole and 
Jessie M. Owen to represent them. After 
a brief conference with the attorneys, the 
bandits walked to the bar. 

‘You have read the charge, what do you 
plead ?”’ aske@ Judge Davidson. 

“Not guilty, your honer,”’ said each man 
slowly. The charge was that of murdering 
Detective Charles Schumacher. 

The hearing was continued to Monday, 
July 13. 

Judge Davidson ordered the men taken 
to St. Louis for safekeeping. They were 
led back to their cells to stay until 
e’clock, when Sheriff Bruch and his depu- 
Lies loaded them into a two-seated wagon 
and took them’across country eight miles 
to Washington, where the Missouri Pa- 
cific train was boarded at 4:18 for St. 
Louls. 

Two men standing near the patrol wagon 
at the station who acted suspiciously were 
ordered away by the police.

the ‘‘Prince of Starters.” 


BY C. J. FITZGERALD. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 14.—Walking up 
Broadway one bright afternoon in the 
early spring of 1892, I met the late James 
F. Caldwell, at that time the starter at all 
of the racecourses around New York, 
with the exception of Clifton, where his 
son, Gabe, officiated. 

‘Hello, son,’ was the big Kentuckian’s 
cheery salutation, “I want you to do me a 
favor,’ and, continuing before I could re- 
ply, he had explained that he had given 
his promise to start the horses at the 
spring meeting of the Ontario Jockey Club, 
which was to be held in a few weeks at 


Toronto. 

He found, as time passed, that dates had 
been changed at one of the local meetings, 
and that he could not get away. Then, 
to my surprise, he suggested that I should 
go to Canada and fill the vacancy. I 
laughed outright at the absurdity, but 
Caldwell, with the utmost kindness, as- 
sured me that it would be all right, and, 
after receiving a most cordial invitation 
from the. late Sir Frank Smith, who at that 
time was one of the leading spirits of 
the Ontario Jockey Club, I consented, and, 
accompanied by Judge Post, went to Toron- 
to May 21. ; 

There was a dozen horses in the opening 
dash of six furlongs and it all seems like 
a dream now when I look back at the 
pene , rearing bunch of thoroughbreds 

eaded 4 that able buck jumper, Salis- 
bury. with Johnny Reagan in tne saddle, 
It sounded like another man’s voice when 
I finally threw down the flag and said 
“Go.” I lasted through the meeting of 
one week, but candor compels me to state 
that there was no good reason why I did, 
for my work, viewed from any tee ty remie 
could not be remarked as gilt-edged. How- 
ever, the good people of Toronto were very 
kind to me, all save one very candid 
newspaper man who took the trouble to 
come to the judges’ stand and assure mé 
that one particular effort of mine was 
disgraceful. I told him there was no room 
for argument, but tl I thought the 
columns of his paper uld be a better 
and more corteous vehicle for his crit- 
icism. 

The following spring I was asked to 

start for the Virginia Jockey Club at St. 
Asaph. Va., and then-for the National 
Hunt and Steeplechase Association at Mor- 
ris Park. That summer the New Orleans 
people gave a meeting at Milwaukee and, 
being ‘disappointed in securing the services 
of James Ferguson, I was recommended 
to them by Col. Simmons, who was their 
presiding judge. That was the ng 
of donnection which has continued up 
to the present time. 
I officiated at New Orleans a few years 
before my engagement by the Jockey Club, 
although I had served the big New York 
organization in various capacities for a 
number of years. The no-recall system 
of starting, in my humble gpinion, is very 
much better than the olli-time method 
universal before the introduction of the 
barrier, and I think the racing is much 
more enjoyable and the races much truer 
to form since its introduction. 

Tt equalizes chances, divides the respon- 
sibility and an incompetent or careless 
trainer cannot longer put the burden on 
somebody else's shoulders. If a horse is 
not properly schooled: an owner should 
know where to place the responsility, a2 
ample provisions are m by the Jockey 
Club for the educatton of the thorough- 
breads which eport silk on their courses. 

Delays are much less frequent than for- 
merly, in fact a wait of haif an hour or 
anything approaching it ts unknown. Five 
or six minutes at the outset suffices to get @ 
field under way, no matter how unwieldy 
it may be. Under the new system of start- 
ing owners and trainers realize that a bad- 
acting thoroughbred is anything but de- 
sirable and they hasten to apply the cure. 
which is always at hand, for there are 
few horses that cannot be “schooled’’ into 
proper behavior at the barrier. 

The jockeys of the new school are, or as 
a rule, much better behaved than their pre- 
decedfsors, and the firm stand taken by the 
Jockey Club last summer during my tll- 
ness, when they suspended Burns and 
Rullman. had a most salutary effect. The 
sooner a rider realizes that he must be 
amenable to discipline, and that no amount 
of influence ts goin to save him, the 
nearer will the start ng approach rfec- 
tion. If a rider keeps his mount straight 
at the barrier he cannot get away badly, 
barring the chances of a bump or @ cross 
in the first rueh at the start. This. how- 
ever. is one of the unavoldable contingen- 
cles which enter into racing, and it can- 
not be avoided. Some riders have a nat- 
ural talent for getting away from tho 
post, others acquire it and there are sttl! 
others whose brains and hands do not move 
in complete ard perfect accord, and they 
never get the knack of it. The worst 
race I ever had anything to do with was 
the Suburben tn which naster behaved 
so badly. 3 

This horee had a habit of taking a stride 
or two and then sticking his toes itn he 
ground and whirling to the left. He would 
be left at the post every time he started 
if a man did not know something of his 
characteristics. He could have been brok- 
en, but as the “schooling’’ would have tak- 
en scme time his owner and trainer apper- 
entivy preferred to taek the chances of get- 
ting away.

When they begin to peial the circles re- 
volve. ‘The riders, however, may pedal 
at a two-minute clip without progressing a 
single inch up the sides of the circies, 
which revolve in the dtrection opposite to 
that ir: which the riders are pedaling. 

When the men have gained high speed 
they clap the brakes on their bicycles. 
The resulting jo't is agonizing, but t 
brings the bicycles to a stop. The cyclists 
are carried backward by the large circies, 
which continue to revolve backward at 
tremendous speed. When the riders have 
been carried avout half way up the side 
of the circles they release the brakes and, 
—T with their @ntire strength, shoot 
own the incline at record speed. 

It is at this point that all known laws 
on science are defied. According to the 
calculations of experts the bicyclers shou.d 
come to a stop when they Biman the base of 
the circles, the theory being that, notwith- 
standing the speed of the bicycles, the cir- 
cles are moving at an equal rate in the op- 
posite direction and that the respective 
epeeds of the bicycle and the circles being 
equal must neutralize each other. 

he bicycles do not come to a stop, but 
under the impetus of the almost superhu- 
man pedalling of the riders climb the cir- 
cle and make a complete revo.ution. The 
second time around the feat is accomplished 
with comparative ease.

Tht MIDDLEME 


Open War Between Elevator 
Interests and Growers 
in Nebraska. 


AT PRESENT ELEVATOR 
MEN HOLD THE WHIP HAND 


But the Farmers Have the Grain and 
That Is the Thing Which Is 
Necessary to Do the 
Business.

SIOUX CITY, lo., March 14.—The final 
Organization of the Farmers’ Co-operative 
Grain and Live Stock Association in Ne- 
braska last week has resulted in a declara- 
tion of war from the independent grain- 
dealers and the line elevator companies. 
They propose to annihilate the new ‘‘Farm- 
ere’ Trust.”’ 

This last encroachment of the farmers 
upon the grain elevator business has trans- 
formed the strife from guerrilla warfare 
into open battle. The independent | deal- 
ers and the line companies, normally fight- 
fine each other, have declared a truce long 
enough to put the farmers’ co-operative 
elevator entirely out of business for the 
present. 

Not only is the state organization in Ne- 
braska to be pushed to the wall, but the 
gemalier co-operative companies throughout 
Nebraska, lowa and South Dakota are to 
be cornered. 

In three states there are approximately 
8000 elevators. Of these nearly half are 
owned by the small grain dealer. The 
houses owned by the line companies are a 
close second, with the co-operative eleva- 
tors considerably in the minority. 

The Nebraska association is the first 
organization in which farmers have at- 
tempted to control the grain of an entire 
state.

They not only want to get 
better prices for their grain than the in- 
dependent or line company will pay, but 
they propose to drive the others out of the 
wtate, and even dominate the grain mar- 
ket by keeping their grain in storage until 
they are offered their price. 

The Nepraska Association has a capital 
of $590,000 and the officers elected last week 
are J. S. Canady, Minden, Neb., president; 
James M. Armstrong, Auburn, Neb., vice- 
president; John Reese, Broken Bow, Neb., 
secretary; O. G. Smith, Kearney, Neb., 
treasurer.

R. D. Walsh, staff correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, who has just returned from 
an extended trip through Ireland, visited 
during his trip the city of Galway, in 
which resided the man whose name has 
been given to the law which executes with- 
out resort to the legally constituted courts, 
The story and accompanying pictures were 
secured on the spot.

In all the history of human events there 
is no more pathetically tragic story than 
that which gave rise to the expression 
Lynch law. How few of those who read of 
its operations in certain sections of .the 
Union know its origin! 

The story has in it, in a high degree, all 
the elements of romance, and the wonder 
is that some great dramatist,, sensible of 
its splendid material, has not woven it 
into a glorious literary creation. 

Like many other tragic tales, lynch law 
originated in Ireland. 

Often in my boyhood I have stood before 
the rude memorial that marks the spot 
where the first victim of this unwritten 
law met his mournful death, and I won- 
dered if in all creation there was ever 
such another melancholy recital. The 
event occurred in the ancient ‘‘Citle of the 
Tribves,’’ now cailed Galway, and the year 
was 1493. 

Long before the introduction of Chris- 
tianity into Ireland Galway was a city of 
considerable importance. Merchants from 
Rome and Carthage sailed into its beauti- 
ful bay and traded with its inhabitants. 
It was called the “Citie of the Tribes” 
from the fact that it was settled by 13 
families whose descendants are numerous 
in the district to this day. 

They were named Athy, Blake, Bodkin, 
Browne, Darcy, Ffrench, Ffont, Joyce, Kir- 
wan, Lynch, Morris, Martin and Skerrett. 
Most of these were of Norman descent, but, 
as the historian has it, ipsis Hibernis Hi- 
berniores, they became more Irish than the 
Irish themselves. 

In the years referred to James Lynch

ous citizens, was mayor. At this time con- 
siderable trading was carried on between 
Galway and Spanish ports.

Several entertainments were given at the 
mayor’s residence in honor of their Span- 
ish guest, and at these Miss Blake was 
invariably present. At one of these enter- 
tainments Walter Lynch fancied that he 
saw the eyes of his sweetheart beam with 
rapture on Gomez. Fired by jealousy he 
upbraided her for her infidelity, which, In 
her haughty pride, she refused to deny. 

They parted in anger and Lynch then 
resolved to be revenged. The following 
night, as he was passing by Agnes’ home, 
he saw a man come from the house whom 
he knew to be Gomez, and this stronkly 
helped to enkindle his passion for revenge, 

Gomez was at Miss Blake's home on the 
invitation of her father, who was a fluent 
Spanish speaker, and courted the society 
of all who could converse with him in that 
soft, southern tongue. 

Urged by rage, Lynch pursued his imag- 
ined rival, who fied before him. Ignorant 
of the streets, Gomez made his way to 
the seashore, where he was overtaken by 
Lynch and a desperate duel resulted. In 
the battle Gomez was killed and Lynch 
threw the body Into the sea. But the 
ocean refused to accept such a tribute. 
The tide threw the body on the beach 
where it was found and recognized. The 
murderer flew to the darkness of a neigh- 
boring forest, where he passed the night. 

With a strong resolution he determined to 
return to the city and surrender himself 
to the legal authorities, and for this pur- 
pose was on his way when he beheld a 
large crowd of citizens approaching him, 
among whom was his father on horseback. 
Without hesitation Walter proclaimed him- 
self the murderer and desired to be con- 
ducted to prison. 

What must have been the feelings of 
Lynch Fitzstephen when he beheld the déad 
body of his guest, who was murdered in 
cold blood by his own son! 


In a few days Walter Lynch wa 
brought to trial before his father as chief 
magistrate of the city and on his own 
confession was sentenced to death. When 
the populace heurd the sentence they be. 
came enraged and it was only by a strong 
military force that they were prevented 
from pulling down the prison and rescuing 
their favorite. Deputations waited on the 
mayor requesting a reprieve, but he was 
deaf to all entreaties and said that the 
law should take its course. Ev his owp 
family besought him on their khees to be 
merciful to Walter, but the old man wag 
inexorable. He even descended at night 
to the dungeon where his son lay for the 

urpose of announcing to him that his sen- 

ence would be executed on the followtng 
morning and also to prevent the possibili- 
ty of his escape. 

On his way to the scaffold the next dav 
the relatives and friends of be murderer 
surrounded his father and manded of 
him to spare his son. The chief magis. 
trate was threatened with instant death 
unless he complied with the mob which 
had gathered in the streeis. 

But the old man was stern and unbend- 
ing and was determined that justice 
should be done. Instead of continuing on 
to the city prison, where the execution was 
to take place, he retreated to his own 
residence, still keeping hold of his son. 
He mounted by a windifes Stair to a win- 
dow which overlooked the street where the 
populace was assembled and there, in the 
presence of thousands, he launched his 
unhappy f#©on Into eternity. 

The elder Lynch expected instant death 
from the fury of the multitude. But his 
act had awed the assemblage, which was 
mute with amazement, and tn a few mo- 
ments they all peaceably retired. 

Agnes Blake surviv the event only a 
few years, and sank into an early grave, 
the victim of a broken heart. 

Mayor Lynch was never known to go 
outside his house after the execution, and 
no one but the immediate members of his 
family ever spoke to him afterwards. 

The house where the tragedy took place 
still stands in what is known as “Dead 
Man's Lane.”’ 

Tradition says that Walter Lynch was 
hung over the front window of his father’s 
heuse. and on thia window is carved in 
black marble a skuil with two bones 
cressed beneath, and dated i624 with the 
following legend in bold reiler: 

‘This ancient memorial of the stern and 
unbending justice of the chief magistrate 
of this city, Jamos Lynch Fitzstephen, 
elected mayor A. D. 1493, who condemned 
and executed his own guilty son Walter 
on this spot, has been restored to its 
ancient site A. D. 18h, with the approval

CITY OF MEXICO, March 14.—You magi 
read almost every day interviews with capl- 
talists and tourists in regard to “what they 
think about Mexico,” or “how they like 
Mexico.” In these interviews you will see 
nothing but the most unlfmited, not to oay 
fulsome, pralse. 

When on Jan. 1 and Sept. 1 the dean 
of the diplpmatic corps makes his cus- 
tomary speech to the President of the re- 
public the public peace, the prosperity, the 
growing tndustries, the progress, the vast 
internal resources, the great mining in- 

istries, eta, are the theme of the dis- 
course. 

It is true that an enormous amount of 


foreign capital is invested here—railways, | 


electric plants, smelters, mines, etc. All 
is bright and smiling. But there ts a crisis 
impending and signs of trouble are begin- 
ning to appear. 

It is a mistake to suppose that Gen. 
Diaz is popular throughout the republic 
and that he Is loved and admired by all 
classes. Witten the liberals defeated the 
clericals they then absolutely despotied 
them of everything dear to the Roman 
Catholic soul. All the church property 
was confiscated and declared to be the 
property of the republic. Even the churches 
were inciuded. The cathedral in this chy 
is today the property of the republic. The 
priests are permitted to pertorm the serve 
ices in the churches and the people may 
worship, there, but still they are public 
property. No priest is permitted to wear 
his ecclesiastical garb In the street; no re- 
ligious processions are allowed outside of

MEXICO DEBT 


Wealth of Pedro Alvarado 
Not Sufficient to Do It 
if He Would. 


STORIES OF HIS DOINGS 
ARE LARGELY FALSE 


Is a Hard Working Man With a 
Thrifty Wife and a Family of 
Six Children—No Faith 
in Americans. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHIHUAHUA, Meico, March 14.—Next 
to stories of Yaqui outbreaks, Don Pedro 
Alvarado, the lucky miner of Parral, hag 
been the subject of more fake stories in the 
newspapers of the United States than any- 
thing else in all Mexico. 

He has been pictured with such fabulous 


wealth that he squanders with a lavish 
hand on the wildest extravagance on elec- 
tric pianos, dissipation and gifts. Accord- 
ing to these stories ‘he has offered to pay 
the national debt of Mexico, and every lit- 
tle while he has some new fad put to his 
credit. 

These yarns have created so much talk 
that Don Pedro receives on an average of 
a dozen letters a day from people in the 
United States begging him tor money to 
send some poor girl to,school or to build 
a university. 

The true story of Alvarado is a.very 
simple one. He belongs to the lower class 
of Mexicans, is uneducated, but is far 
from being such a fool as he is made gut 
by these stories. 

The rich mine that has made him famous 
came down to him from his grandfather. 
and then the father and aunts. Up to 
less than three years ago he nor any of 
his family had made more than a bare 
iiving out of it, working in Mexican fash- 
ion. Don Pedro always had faith in it. 
ani worked it many a day when he had 
but one scant meal. He had such faith 
in the mine that he bought out his aunts, 
who were owners with him. 


Ran in Debt 
to Work Mine. 


He was in debt some $30,000 up to about 
the time of the rich strike mentioned. The 
story is told that he had been swindled 
out of the gold that the ore contained for a 
long time, but this may not be reliable. 
Anyway, he struck bonanza ore, a great 
deal of which he has taken out from that 
time on. He has been deceived by Ameri- 
cans so often that he is very distrust- 
ful. He is generous to a fault. Al! of his 
relatives and those of his wife have been 
recipients of his bounty. He gave some 
of these relatives leases upon portions of 
his property, and they have abused his 
confidence and the provisions of the con- 
tracts. These are the causes of the litiga- 
tion in which he is involved today. 

It is the general opinion in Parral, how- 
ever, that he will win out in the courts 
against all difficulties. In this connection 
it can be said that the people of Parral 
resent these fake stories that have been 
circulated from time to time. 

Another of his acts of generosity was 
exhibited toward the prisoners in the jails 
of Parral. Last Christmas he called upon 
the proper officials and asked the number 
of prisoners. Each one got a suit of clothes. 
The Christmas before he gave them money, 
but this. did not seem to do them much 
good, or at least not to Don Pedro's satis- 
faction, hence the gift of clothing and other 
things. 

He repaired and fitted up quite elegantly 
one of the Catholic churches in Parral, at 
a cost of perhaps $30,000, Mexican money. 

As to his offer to pay the national debt 
of Mexico, that has no foundation in fact. 
In reality, he perhaps has no cggception 
of what the debts amounts to. sAto the 
origin of the story, as nearly as can be 
determined, it originated about this way: 

A party of his acquaintances were talk- 
ing on the street one day, when the ques- 
tion of the national debt came up. Don 
Pedro came along. One of the party 
turned to Alvadaro and said: ‘‘on Pedro, 
1 understand you want to pay the national 
debt?’”’ 

‘““Yes,’’ he replied. ‘“‘What is it?’ 

*O, about $300,000,000."’ 

“O, it is,’’ he answered, tn surprise. “I 
7 0sed it was about $50,00.”’ 

{'s costly palace of which so much has 
been said, is a comparatively modest resi- 
dence, although it will surpass by far any- 
thing in Parral.

Outside of the columns there is 
very little attempt at ornamentation, al- 
though it will be quite a beautiful struc- 
ture, large and commodious. The work 
is well along and nearly ready for the 
rooting. The site is poorly chosen, being 
in an humble neighborhood, facing on a 
very narrow street, with the rear on the 
bank of the river. The reason for selcc- 
tlon of this site is that at the time he 
began building he was unable to obtain an- 
other lot at a reasonable figure... The house 
will cost upwards-of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars, Mexican money, and he is 
reported as saying that he desires it as 
a monument to his father. 

His present residence is a one-story adobe 
om the opposite bank of the river, and 
is a characteristic one of the town. Part 
is used as his residence and the other as 
an office and store rooms. Everything in- 
side and out fs far from extravagance. Jne 
plano graces the house instead of the two 
electric ones spoken of in the stories. Noth- 
ing could surprise a person more than to 
look in at this modest home and the eco- 
nomical wife and family of six children 
after reading the stories of vulgar extrava- 
gance.

Don Pedro does not deny himself any- 


thing and there is no doubt that he has 
“blown himself’? many times. It is known 
that his wife is the check upon his gen- 
erosity. 

If the Palmilla mine should play out to-

His real estate in Parral 
is worth probably $500,000. 

As to the mine. no one knows how much 
it has yielded, except Don Pedro and of-

| there is practically no danger for the 
trees new, so far as this winter is con- 
cerned, an estimate can be made allow- 
ing, of course, for a change in the event 
that the weather conditions during the 
summer will not be such as to materialiy 
affect the crop. My estimate is based. as 
a matter of course, on the assumption 
that we are to have a moderately fair sea- 
son.

BECOMES LABORER 


Ernest Hussman Suddenly 


Disappears, Leaving $50,- 
000 in the Bank. 


IS FOUND LATER 
WORKING AS FARM HAND 


Tells Brothers That Care of Money 
Was Troublesome to Him and 
He Preferred Work. 


FREMONT, Neb., March 14.—The sanity 
of Ernest Hussman, a wealthy resident 
of this city, may be inquired into because 


he chosé to give up his fortune and be- 
come a farmhand. The facts on which it 
is Tyee this decision will be rendered 
are these: 

During the first part of last November 
Hussman suddenly disappeared. He left 
his accounts in splendid condition, having 
about $50,000 In the bank, and considerable 
property, which he left intact. 

A search was immediately commenced 
for the missing man by -his_ brothers, of 
this city. It was the general belief that 
he had met with foul play. He had con- 
siderable money and left no word direct- 
ing a disposal of his property. 

Nothing was heard of him until in De- 
cémber a saloon keeper of a neighboring 
town declared positively that he had seen 
and conversed with the missing man many 
days after he disappeared. 

One of the Hussman brothers went to 
see the reporter of this news, and was 
convinced that the story waa a true one. 

Investigations continued which resulted 
in locating Hussman at Creston, a small 
town in Platte County, where he was em- 
ployed as a farm hand by a man by the 
narne of Louis Freyermuth. 

Hussman appeared to be in excellent 
health and sound of mind. When asked for 
an explanation of his cénduct, he merely 
said that he preferred the life of a farm 
hand with no money to the responsibill- 
ties of a fortune. He stated that Jater 
on he meant to quietly transfer his prop- 
erty to some charitable institut‘on, leav- 
ing him only a competence to be used in 
ase of sicknegs or old age. 

“I have no need for money,” he said. 
“and I cannot see why I should be forced 
to trouble myself with the care of it, for 
I do not wish to. There are no luxuries 
whatever that I care for which money can 
buy me. am a simple man, well fitted 
for manual labor, and I prefer to serve out 
my life in the capacity for which | was 
intended.

_ The American Art Publishers of Chicago 
bave 4 corps of agents in the St. Louis fleld 
selling a publication known as ‘‘Modern 
Masterpieces of the World,” and are us- 
ing as their chief advertisment an indorse- 
ment printed over a fac simile signature 
of Lesiie M. Shaw, now secretary of the 
-treasury. 

This letter purports to have been written 
‘by Mr. Shaw while he was governor of 
Iéwa, and, in connection with other let- 
ters, it has been used by the company for 
fome time. 

Mr. Shaw repudiates the letter. To a rep- 
resentative of the Post-Dispatch in Wash- 
ington, Mr. Bhaw said: “I do not remem- 
ber writing such a letter. I never write 
such lettters, and am sure I did not wr'ite 
‘this one. I never heard of the company.” 

The letter exhibited by the agents of the 
company says: “I have received my prem- 
fum on subscription to ‘The Modern Mas- 
‘terpietes of the World. Thank you for 
the same. I cheerfully recommend this 
publication as one of merit. Yours Res- 
pectfully, Leslie M. Shaw.” 

Mr. Shaw's letter is not the only one 
_ used. There is one from Mrs. C. S&S. 
Deneen of Chicago. wife of the state's 
of Cook County. This letter is 

strong recommendation of the work and 
of the premium. 


Husband Says 

False Pretense. 

A. Post-Dispatdh representative called 
the attention of Mr. Deneen to this letter 
and he denounced it as unauthorized, in 
that it was obtained under false pretenses 
and changed after {tt was secured, ®o that 
the letter being circulated is not the one 
written by Mre. Deneen. 

Mr. Deneen also said that he had de- 
manded that the letter be kept from pub- 
lication, and the company had promised to 
do so. Officers and attorneys for the 
company say that Mr. Deneen had re- 
quested that the letter be suppressed, and 
that its suppression was ordered.

CHERBOURG, March 14.—Ex-Gov. Francis of Missouri, whose visit to Europe 
for the purpose of arousing interest in the St. Louls Exposition proved an extraordl- 
nary success, received the Post-Dispatch representative before he sailed for home on 
the Kronprinz Wilhelm. 

In speaking of his trip ex-Gov. Francis sald: 

“I never felt better or better pleased, The message I desire to send to the peo- 
ple of Bt. Louis throfigh the Sunday Post-Dispatch is that I feel entirely satisfied 
that my trip has brought the Exposition before the people of Europe most effectual- 
ly and that all the countries I have visited will be represented by valuable and 
characteristic exhibits and that they will have buildings of their own. 

“I found our project better known in European capitals than I had expected and 
my reception by sovereigns and rulers has impressed Europe with the magnitude and 
importance of the Exposition. 

“Nothing could have been more striking and gratifying than the ardent desire 
I encountered everywhere to give solid evidence of friendship to the United States. 
No American could have enjoyed the experience I have had in Europe without being 
deeply impressed by that fact and he also could not help feeling proud that his 
country inspired such sentiments throughout the Old World. 

“Everyone knows how much etiquette and formality count in European courts, 
yet the general wish to show especial courtesy to an American traveling in a repre- 
sentative capacity, was so strong that in every case formalities were dispensed with.

“Royalties have so many engagements that such affairs, when conceded are usually 
matters of lengthy negotiation. I merely mention this as again emphasizing my point 
that European rulers are not slow to show their friendliness for and admiration of 
the United States. 

“There has not been a single disagreeable incident to mar the perfect success of my 
trip, which was inaugurated so auspiciouesly by King Edward's offer to lend the mag- 
nificent Victoria jubilee gifts. 

“The Kaiser displayed all his famous keenness and knowledge, in conversing about 
the exhibition. During my 50 minutes’ audience he was most complimentary to Amer- 
icans, and said that he followed our progress with earnest admiration, and that he 
would imitate us where he thought our example was worthy of imitation.

ARBITRATION AND MEDIATION. 
The report of the State Board of Mediation and Arbitration 


for 1901-1902 justifies the creation of the board and suggests the 
hope that it will grow into influence and authority. 

During the period from May, 1901, to Dec. 1, 1902, the board 
undertook the settlement of 21 strikes and other labor dis- 
turbances. 

Of these 15 were amicably settled by conference of both parties 
with the board. In five mediation was declined or an agreement 
could not be reached. One case was settied without the aid of 
the board and one was pending when the report was made. 

The credit of this board will be augmented by the year's good 
work. There is a question as to the exact powers granted by 
the law and in consequence the board has acted for the most 
part as a common friend, offering advice in the interest of peace. 
That the service has been valuable seems evident from the 
record, e 

In the letter of transmission to the governor the commiss on- 
ers say: “Our experience has been that where the board could 
secure the cool consideration of men of good judgment in their 
efforts to settle troubles and where we were successful in our 
appeais for the acceptance of peaceful measures there has been 
no trouble in arriving at a speedy and satisfactory adjustment 
of every strike that has been brought to our attention.” 

In other words, when employer and employes are men of good 
Judgment they listen to reason and accept the service of a dis- 
interested friend to bring about a good understanding. And 
where such service is accepted the result is alwhys satisfactory. 

This is a luminous commentary on the strike question. Em- 
ployers and employes should give it earnest thought.

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EDUCATED MEN. 


In a noteworthy article in the Nineteenth Century (February), 
Mr. O. Eltsbacher declares that “amateurs and not profession- 
als aro selected to rule our great public departments."" And he 
quotes Hazlitt's saying that “the st learned are often the 
most rarrow-minded men." "~ 

The article is rich in suggestion, but not convincing. The que> 
tion immediately arises, ‘What is education?’ Mr. Eltsbacher 
himself concedes this when he says: “It has been truly said 
"Knowledge is power,’ but knowledge in itself is not power, 
only applied knowledge is power. Knowledge is like money, 
not valuable in itself, but valuable for what it wil! buy.”’ 

This ia precisely the point. Knowledge is like religion—its cs- 
sence is in its application. Without the power to use it, it is 
mere surplusage, burdensome baggage, something ‘‘stuck on,”’ 
us it were, which never is assimilated and made a part of the 
self, Knowledge which does not find its way into use is not 
really knowledge, but only learning, and that, as every bo@y 
knows, often makes a man tenfold more the child of foolish- 
nese than he was in his untaught state. 

Real knowledge is in question. And Mr. Eltsbacher's examples 
do not seem to bear out his theory. Abraham Lincoln is one. 
Of course in that case much was due to natura! genius, but 
Was not Lincoln, after all, an educated man? Not in the learn- 
ing of the schools, to be sure, but in the school of life he re- 
ceived a vigorous training. When he rode circuit he studied 
law, and every scrap of knowledge he gained he immediately 
applied. The idea and the use of the Mea made one. He studied 
politics In the same exacting school. Aristotle aiscoursed more 
wisely, perhaps, but could he have done more wisely? Another 
example is Edison, the electrician, who is described as a news 
vender. True, he sold papers when @ boy, but while he thus 
kept body and sou! together he studied electricity diligent!y— 
not perhaps in textbooks, but in batteries ana wires. He did 
not learn what other men said about the facts. He lonrned the 
facts and to this day does not cumber his mind with any fact 
he does not use. If he does not immediately see the use of it 
he stores it away against the time when experiment shall re- 


¥. Weal its use. He is an educated man in the best sense, within 


he limite of his chosen field. Andrew Jobnson, another example

munities in which he lived. With experience, his knowledge 
grew until he rose to the full stature of a man competent to deal 
with great affairs. 

Tied to every idea is a corresponding fact. 
man who sees this tie and takes advantage of it. 
the whole philosophy of education. 

Mr. Eltsbacher concludes that education must be individual- 
ized, meaning specialized. And he suggests technical training. 
This is good, but while making an electrician or a lawyer or an 
engineer, let us not omit to make a man. This is done in the 
university of life as in the cases of Lincoln, Johnson, Edison and 
Jacob Rils, or in the universities of culture and precedent, as in 
the cases of Gladstone, Leo XIII and Daniel Webster. Both 
these universities graduate educated men, whose success 
depends upon the application of the education, and this, in turn, 
depends entirely upon the circumstances in which a man is 
placed. The education of Abraham Lincoln would not have en- 
abled him to serve mankind in England, nor would Gladstone's 
have been of much use in the American wilderness. 30th saw 
the tle between fuct and idea and succeeded because they were 
educated men.

When Felder was 18 years old he lived 
in Americus, Ga. His father was a country 
lawyer, whose practice barely sufficed for 
the needs of his family. Young Feider ob- 
tained a position as stenographer with the 
Corbin Banking Co., in its branch office 
at Atlanta. He made such a success that 
he attracted the attention ot Austin Cor- 
bin. who in less than a year from the 
time of his employment by the company 
made the youn man manager of the 
Southern branch. A year later and Mr. 
Corbin summoned him to New York and 
made him his business representative. 

it was on his summer vacation in 1897 
that he met Miss Nettle Belle Smith, whose 
father.

Body of Lexington Woman 
Found Floating in Ob- 
scure Pond, 


LEXINGTON, Ky., March 14.—The body 
of a white woman about #@ years of age, 
and which was afterward identified as that 
of Mrs. Martha Martin, a widow residing 
in this city, was found floating on the sur- 
face of a large pond in a remote portion of 
the city. J. W. Best, a local building con- 
tractor, her confessed paramour, was ar- 
rested and charged with murdering her. 

The woman had not been seen since Sat- 
urday night, and to all inquiries made of 
Best concerning her he suggested that she 
might have committed suicide. 

An autopsy was ordered by the county 


Dr. J. E. Hawkins, performed the operation 
which resulted in demonstrating. that the 
woman had been kilied first and her body 
placed in the water afterward. The neck 
was dislocated and the jugular vein broken. 

Oscar Pence, a 15-year-old boy, saw the 
woman's body while he was playing on 
the edge of the water. An investigation 


folowed and Best was kept under police 
survelllance. The coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict in accordance with the result of 
the autopsy, and upon this verdict Chief 
of Detectives Harry Stough ordered the 
arrest of Best and a charge of murder 
placed against him. Best was committed 
to jail without bond. 

The accused has a wife and family in 
this city, but has not lived with them 
for a number of years, and for the past 
four years he has been living with the 
murdered woman, Seven weeks ago her 
little cottage was destroyed by fire, and 
10 days ago she collected $275 insurance 
money. Best had obtained $220 of this 
sponer and had left her. She had asked 
the aid of the police on several occasions 
to find Best and recover her money. 
When the body had been prepared the 
suspicions of the police were aroused 
by marks on the throat, and the further 


fact that not a drop of water was found 
inside the stomach. 

At the inquest Best testified that he had 
not seen the decedent since Thursday 
night last, but three other witnesses were 
brought in who testiged, two of ‘them, 
that they saw Best and the woman riding 
together last Saturday about 4 o'clock, 
and the other that he saw them talkin 
together in front of the Phenix Hote 
prior to that time on the same day.

RALEIGH, N. C., March 14.—The Gener- 
al Assembly of North Carolina has ad- 
journed sine die. Among its closing acts 
was the appropriation of $10,000 to the St. 
Louls Exposition, which it is expected will 
be increased to above $20,000 by the city and 
private subscribers. 

After a stubborn fight the Senate con- 
curred in the House amendment to tho ap- 


propriation bill. 

The Republican minority again expressed 
keen appreciation of the consideration of 
its treatment. 

There was singing of songs and a gen- 
eral good felling marking the close of the 
session. 

Representative Aiken of the Republican 
county of Transylvania, stated, directly 
after the Legislature adjourned sine die 
that his county is the only one excepted 
from the provisions of the Watts liquor 
bill. This was done by a special act. Re- 
publicans are in great glee at Aiken's 
statement. 

Among the liquor-selling, as weil as the 
bsuor-drinking, element In North Carolina. 
little {is talked of now except the Watts 
law, which takes effect July 1, and which 
forces all whisky to be made and sold in 
iy.corporated towns. It is a fact that 
many, if not most, of the HNquormakerys

The uniformly favorable reports of in- 
dustrial and business conditions from all 
quarters, while the market for securities 
remains persistently neglected and some- 
what depressed, make a subject for, much 
puzzled conjecture on the part of disap- 
pointed speculators. The favorite form- 
ula to express their conclusions is ‘too 
much prosperity.” The idea that the pro- 
ductive employment of capital involves 
exhaustion of the supply of capital 
rather than a constant addition to the 
capital fund is an evidence of the confu- 
sion of mind brought about by the disap- 
pointment of | ghee mdi hopes.

Such 
unproductive cutlays, according to all hu- 
man experience, are a necessary accom- 
ipaniment of prosperity, Dut are far from 
being a part of it.

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Prof. Whitehead’s Aeroplane Will Be Entered in the 
Big Aerial Contest—A Distinctive Type of Fly- 
ing Machine—Spreads Its Wings and Soars Like 


a Bird. a 2

HE. Whitehead aeroplane, which will be seen at the World’s Fair 
during the great acrid] tournament next year, is a distinct and 
unique type of the flying machine proper. It is not a balloon, nor 

an airship. It is an individual aeroplane, built to enable one man to fly 


through the air with safety. 


Prof. Whitehead of Bridgeport, Conn., has promised the World’s 


Fair officials to bring his machine to 


the Exposition and give frequent ex- 


hibitions of its flying powers. Should his machine be capable of perform- 
ing all that he claims for it, the multitudes at the Fair will behold the 
spectacle of a bat-like object flying through the air, with a man inside, 


OME persons have compared the 
S Whitehead areoplane to a bat. Oth- 
ers say that it looks like a butterfly. 
Tt djs variously described as a gigantic 
moth,’a big vampire, a swallow and a fiy- 
ing bug. Its resemblance to a volant ani- 
mal igs striking, but Prof. Whitehead evi- 
dently hes no intention of trying to dupli- 
cate the feat of ancient Daedalus, or the 
similarly mythical exercises of Darius 
Green, as described by J. T. Trowbridge 
in verses of memorable familiarity. In 
his. flying machine Whitehead has followed 
the bird pattern only as far as common 
sense permits. 

Whitehead’s machine has broadly extend- 
ed wings; they are not intended to be In 
constant motion, and yet they are not en- 
tirely rigid. 

There are two great divisions of aero- 
nautic construction, the gas bag and the 
aeroplane. Santos-Dumont, Stanley of San 
Francisco and many others of more or less 
success use the gas bag principle. Their 
airships are advanced balloons. Great bags 
of gas are required to HMft the machine 
aad keep it afloat, while steam or elec- 
tricity supplies the power which propels it 
through the ajfir. 

The aeroplane, on the other hand, is so 
constructed as to stay up in the air with- 
out the use of gas. It is built upon the 
principle of the albatross, the wonderful 
bird of the ocean, which floats serenely in 
the upper air for many hours witnout 
moving its wings. The albatross circies 
around and around, very slowly dropping 
toward the earth, perhaps but a few inches 
in a mile’s flight. Persons have watched 
the bird from. shipboard through powerful 
glasses for hours at a time without see- 
ing the slightest motion of its wings. When 
the albatross gets nearer the ocean than 
it desires it merely flaps its wings and 
rises again, then floats in alr again. The 
air cushions under its wings hold it up 
while it goes constantly forward. All the 
time it#’falling gradually, inmappreciably 
io «the eye of the beholder, and this is 
what causes it to move forward. It would 
fall much more rapidly should it remain 


fashion. Its body being slightly inclined 
toward the earth, it shoots swiftly through 
the air, its broad wings sustaining it almost 
upon a plane—but not qulte. 

Prof. Whitehead has applied the albatrogs 
principle to his machine and apparently 
he has studied to overcome the inevita- 
tle down-dropping tendency.and the neces- 
sary wing-flapping of the bird in order to 
regain a higher altitude. The . wing-like 
attachments to his aeroplane are so con- 
structed that they are calculated to carry 
the machine slightly upward as it goes 
forward, by being inclined at a certain 
angle; and by altering the angle of in- 
clination the machine is made to drop 
gradually, on the same principle. 

Necessarily Whitehead must provide his 
machine with some sort of motive power 
to propel it forward while its ‘‘wings”’ 
are at the angles to cause it to rise, or 
slide upward on the air cushions. Many of 
the most celebrated students of aeronau- 
tics have adopted the aeroplane princi- 
ple as the most promising solution of the 
fiying problem. Some have built aero- 
plane machines of immense size, the 
‘“‘wing’’ expansion required to support a 
considerable mechanism and its weight 
of human freight being enormous. Maxim, 
Chanute, Langley and others now much 
in the public eye are aeroplanists, opposing 
the gasbag pattern. 

For many centuries men dreamed of fly- 
ing, and it was not until within a com- 
paratively recent date that the progress 
of science eliminated the crude idea of 
fiying with flapping wings attached to 
the body. Men who study this problem 
have come to realize that the human mus- 
cular organism is not adapted to flying, 
though provided with wings of the pattern 
of those worn by the birds. The chief 
problem now to be solved is the applica- 
tion of the proper propelling power to the 
wing-like apparatus which keeps the mech- 
anism and its freight afloat in air. 
Whitehead claims to have applied this 
principle correctly, and his machine, what- 
ever its merits may be, appears to ap- 
proach more nearly in appearance than 
any other thus far constructed the actual

“flying man" apparatus of the dreams of 
centuries. 

The battle is still on between the gas- 
bag men and the aeroplane advocates. 
Each gives the other credit for a certain 
amount of ingenuity, but each declares 
that his is the only true method of so- 
lution for the knotty problem. Santos-Du- 
mont, the Brazilian aéronaut, startled the 
world two years ago when he accom- 
plished the feat of salling around the Eiffel 
Tower in his airship. The vesge] in which 
he was able to cut a circie in the upper 
air is a dirigible balloon, and the chief 
merit of Santos-Dumont’s achievement lies 
in the fact that he was able to guide 
his ship. Dirigibility or steerability had 
teen the study of balloonists for decades, 
but until! the young Brazilian guided his 
balloon around the tower, with all Paris 
looking on agape and awed, the truly 
dirlgible airship was but a theory. A gaso- 
line engine is the motive power of the 
Santos-Dumont airship, the enormous 


cigar-shaped balloon being inflated with 
hydrogen. The aeronaut recently made @ 
etrip to St. Louls at the invitation of the 
World's Fair serial tournament managers 
and promised to compete in the great con- 
tést. 

“I expect within my lifetime,”’ said San- 
tos to a St. Louitan, “to see regular 
lines of transatlantic airships sailing be- 
tween New York and Paris, and I hope 
that New York will be the great airport 
of the new world. The airsh!p which I 
have constructed is useful now only in 
wer. But it will soon passé beyond that 
stage and come into commercial use. What 
I have done is to demonstrate that an 
aerial vehicle can be steered at wil! in its 
flight with or against the wind."’ 

“Santos” is now called “the king of the 
air,”’ but it is tnteresting to recall the 
fact that the man who first bore that title 
and who made the longest balloon voyage 
on record lived for years in Pike County, 
Mo., and started from this city on his rec-

ord trip. That man was John Wise, kno‘ /n 
for many yeare as ‘‘the king of the ai-.”’ 
He. was an enthusiastic student of aero- 
fWalutics, a ploneér in the great task of 
solving the problem of overcoming the 
air currents. It remained for the later 
air king to steer an airship, but Wise 
was no less daring than is Santos. AS 
his experiments were made half a century 
earlier, he lacked the aid of later scien- 
tific d'scovery and invention of which the 
Brazilian has made use. 

John Wise, in a big balloon named “At- 
lantic’’ sailed from St. Louis to the farm 
of Truman A. Whitney, in Jefferson Coun- 
ty, N. Y., a distance of 1100 miles, in 19 
hours and 49 minutes, with the wind. He 
was accompanied on the voyage by O. A. 
Gager of Benn'ngton, Vt., John Lamoun- 
tain of Troy, N. Y., and William Hyde, 
a St. Louis newspaper reporter, who be- 
came historian of the trip. The balloon 
ascended from Washington Park, where 
the City Hall is now located, the evening 
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of July 1, 1859. Wise’s intention was to 
gail to the Atlantic ocean, and the feat 
had been advertised throughout the world. 
Wise, it is said, was already almost as 
widely known as the President of the 
United States, having made many daring 
and prolonged voyages in his balloons. They 
started eastward at a height of 10,000 feet, 
but during the early morning passed over 
Lake Erie but a few hundred feet above 
the water. The balloon was caught in a 
terrible storm and blown out over Lake 
Ontario. Another storm blew the vesse! 
ashore, where the suspended car was 
dashed about in a forest and the four 
occupants were compelled to climb to the 
steel ring just under t*.c gas bag. They 
finally descended, after great difficulty in 
deflating the bag, and found themselves on 
the Whitney farm. 

Wise made his last ascension from the 
old Lindell Park in St. Louls Sept. 2, 
(879, when he was 71 years old. George 
Burt, & young society man of St. Louis. 
necompanied him. Burr’s body was washed 
up @ month later on the shores of Lake 
Michigan. No trace of Wise was. ever 
found, nor was any vestige of the balloon 
discovered. 

Last May another disti ished Brazil- 
jan aeronaut, M. Severo, was killed while 
maneuvering in his gas ballaon over Paris. 
Heat from the motor caused the gasbag to 
take fire and explode. Both Santos and Se- 
vero have employed silk bags for holding the 
gas required. Charies Stanley of San Fran- 
cieco, whose eno airship was de- 
scribed in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch 


Magazine Supplement, protects his gasbag f 


by an aluminum céver. The whole ship, in 
fact, is covered with aluminum, the gas 
being stored in silken bags contained in 
compartments at the upper part of the 
byan aluminum cylinder. Danger of ac- 
cident. from:fire is thus largely decreased. 

Sir Hiram Maxim and Thomas A. Edison 
agree that the fiying machine, and not the 
balloon, must solve the problem of aerial 
navigation. A machine without gas bags 
is necessarily heavier than the air, and the 
power floating must be furnished by the 
high speed at which it moves, says Mr. 
Edison, and he has told Mr. Santos in so 
many words that the balloon must go, if 
an airship is ever to be made commercially 
useful ar®i safe. 

Prof. S. P. Langley of the Smithsonian 
Institution, one of the most scientific of 
American students of air navigation, long 
ago abandoned the idea of obtaining a 
machine that would stay up of its own 
accord, because it was lighter than the 
air. Eirds, he said, are heavier than the 
medium through which they fly, and man 
must learn from his Creator through the 
things created. Langley devoted years of 
study to birds and their fiying, and in 
1896 he constructed the first aeroplane ma- 
chine that actually flew. He called it 
the aerodrome. A long steel rod sypported 
a hull that contained the engine, ma- 
chinery and propeller wheels mounted on 
each side of the hull. From the steel rod 
also extended two pairs of wings, slightly 
curved, measuring 13 feet from tip to tip. 
The aerodrome was 16*feet long over all. 
Steam for one and one-half horse power 


was carried, the engine driving the prow 
peller wheels, which were made of steel 
and canvas, at a rate of a thousand revo- 
lutions per minute. The rudder served 
to steer the vessel both horizontally and 
vertically. This machine, little more than 
a toy, traversed the air and was con- 
trolled at will by Prof. Langley. Wher 
the power gave out it settled down like a 
tired bird. It was useless commercially, 
but it showed the possibilities of the aero- 
plane principle. Several later and larger 
machines have been made by Langley, 
with varying degrees of success. 

Otto Lillenthal, a German aeroplanist, 
was killed while trying to fly by the use 
of one of his machines about the time 
Prof. Langley began his experiments. Lili- 
enthal’'s flying: machine was of the bat- 
wing pattern. He erected a springboard 
on a lawn to give him a start into the 
air. His experiments covered many years, 
and aerostats give him credit for excellent 
ideas. 

Whitehead’s individual aeroplane is also 
constructed upon the bird. principle, but 
the inventor claims for it features not pos- 
sessed by any of the machines made by 
Langley, Octave Chanute, Lillenthal or 
other anti-gas experimenters. Experiments 
now being made by Whitehead in Bridge- 
port are expected to determine very short- 
ly whether this bat-like mechanism can 
fy with a man aboard.

In St. Louis there is the West End belle, 
a thing of airy grace, college cultured, 
golf developed, athletic, spirituelle, versed 
in Browning and Emerson, famillar with 
Billy Baxter's Leiters and the current 
novel—in herself an enigma and a con- 
tradiction. What shall the artist do with 
her? Then there is the descendant of the 
old French family, with her Gallic ances- 
try Umned in her face, a chic, petite. vi- 
vacious beauty, toned down somewhat by 
the three or four generations of American 
residence behind her, but smacking still 
of Frenchiness.

A CORNER IN MRS. WHITES STUDIO. . 
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Project to Change the Contour of the Harbor Will Give the Opportunity— 
Plans Sent to the War Department—A Shore Wall and Fills to Make 
the Mississippi Straight and Narrow—Room for a Strip of Park 
Behind the Wall—What Budapest, Paris and London Have Done. 
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LANS to change the contour of the river front between Eads bridge 
and Merchants’ bridge on the St. Louis side of the Mississippi 
have just been sent to the War Department in Washington for its 

approval. The plans were drawn by the United States engineer corps in 
St.Louis under the direction of Maj. Casey, and were approved by the 


St. Louis Harbor Department. 


This contemplated improvement to the harbor is regarded as of the 
utmost importance to the people of St. Louis, in that it provides an op- 
portunity for the carrying out of a long-cherished plan to establish a park 
or breathing place on the river bank. : 

The purpose of the United States in changing the harbor line is to 
change the current of the river so as to deepen the harbor on the St. Louis 
side. The river bank between the Eads and Merchants’ bridges is part of 
the great crescent, 17 miles long, that forms the eastern boundary of the 
city. This particular portion is very important to the shipping interests 


of the city. 


Above the Merchants’ bridge Bissell’s Point, at the water- 


works, juts into the river andcauses a deflection of the current to the 


east shore. 
silt on the west bank. 


This has resulted in the gradual filling of the harbor with 


Between the bridges the shore line sags in, as it were, and it is pro- 
posed to fill this in, rounding out the shore line and causing the stream to 
flow along it, thus deepening the bottom. So much for the utilitarian 


reasons for the change. 


UT this work, if it is carried out, and 
B it is the general opinion that there 

will be little or no opposition to it— 
will serve St. Louls a greater purpose than 
the mere deepening of the water along the 
shore, if the city will take advantage of 
it. 

For several years the Post-Dispatcn, aid 
others who have most had the future we)l- 
fare and development of the city at heart, 
have urged that the river bank be rescued 
from the entire domination of commerce 
before it is too late, and that the people 
who own it be given the benefit of it in the 
form of riverside parks. Heretofore the 
plans for such have been vague and ill-de- 
fined. Now comes the way, and the means 
will probably follow. 

The plans for the changing of the har- 
Dor'’s contour would leave a strip of land 
directly in the water, about three miles 
long, and varying from 100 to 200 feet wide, 
which could easily be made of a uniform 
width of 200 feet. 

The present plans contemplate the plac- 
ing of rock along the outer Mne of the 
curve at low water, beginning at the Mer- 
chante’ bridge. The rock would be fur- 
nished by the workhouse and transported to 
the scene in barges at smal! cost. Behind 
andthe rock would be placed a racing, and 
back of this the space to the present shore 
line would be filled with earth from butlld- 
ing excavations and other clean waste 
matter. 

The new grounds thus made will be the 
property of the citizens of 8t. Louis to do 
with as they please, and it is the opinion 
of persons interested in the future of the 
city that it should be turned into a peo- 
ple’s playground and breathing spot. 

Raliroads and commercial interests have 
taken possersion of land along the river 
that might have served to give 8t. Louis 
one of ite most beautiful and distinctive 
features, viz.: River front parks. Euro- 
pean cities awoke to the value of such 
after purely utilitarian interests had ab- 
sorbed their river frénts, and only reme- 
fied their mistake at the cost of millions 
of dollars. - 

Now comes an opportunity for St. Louls 
to secure to future generations a splendid 
heritage at a cost that will be ridiculously 
small compared with what they will some 
day have to pay for the same thing, if they 
neglect it, for it is the experience of all 
great cities that they have had to buy back 
at enormous cost water fronts that they 
have given away or permitted to be stolen, 

The railroads and the warehouses near 
the river are fixtures and cannot be elim- 
inated from the proposition to beautify the 
water front, but they can be restricted in 
their oncroachments. 

The 200-foot strip of land, three miles 
long, to be oreated between the two great 
bridges possesses possibilities to the engi- 
neer and landscape artist that do not often 
occur. If the city should take its own for 
its own, and esplanade might be created 
that would be the envy of every c ty In the 
United States. The keynote of the rch me 
should be beauty and always beauty 

Look into the future, say engineers why 
have studied this problem. From the Eads 
bridge look away to the north and see a 
beautiful wall rising out of the river, from 
which broad stairways descend at intc:vals 
to where steamers and launcl®s are em- 


barking and discharging perties of pieasure 
seekers. 


Over the coping of the wall the people 
dean and watch the animated scene on the 


water. Fhe wall itecif is o thing of beauty 


and is surmounted by ornamental lamps 
that at night outline its entire length with 
globes of golden light that send long, wav- 
ering paths of reflection across the river. 

Behind a parapet, breast high, is a wide 
esplanade, paved with asphalt. An alameda 
of trees extends its length, with a garniture 
of grass plots and brilliant flower beds. 

From a gilded pagoda the strains of a 
band float over the water, and the walks 
are lined with benches, on which the people 
sit listening to the music. At frequent in- 
tervals fountains are situated among the 
trees and add the musical plash of their 
waters to the rustle of the cool river breeze 
among the leaves. 

The roadways present an animated ap- 

pearance. Vehicles of every description, 
trap, coach, hansom and carriage, flashing 
light from varnish and harness brass, fol- 
low one another up and down the alameda. 
On the walks the people stroll, surveying 
the brilliant scene and enjoying the inevita- 
ble river breeze. 
' One can walk or drive the whole length 
of the esplanade without hindrance. At 
intervals of five blocks viaducts, extending 
over the railroad tracks, give entrance and 
exit to the esplanade. Here and there 
ornamental steamboat floats are placed for 
the convenience of people who desire to 
take advantage of the numerous cheap 
river excursions that take place every night 
during the heated term. 

Facing the river, on the west side of the 
esplanade, the way is lined with cafes, 
summer gardens and theaters, bathing es- 
tablishments and shops. All these are 
beautiful architecturally, as designs for 
buildings on the esplanade must be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Board of 
Park Commissioners. 

The fame of the St. Louis river esplanade 
is widespread; it is one of the esights and 
pleasures that attract visitors from all 
over the coyhtry. 

So might/ the water front park of St. 
Louls, built on land made by and not 
bought by the people, be described. 

It is certain that to condemn land for 
park purposes along the river at the foot of 
the principal streets would be an expensive 
operation. Yet, if there was no other way 
to acquire a park locking upon the stream. 
it would pay St. Louis to condemn and buy 
land for that purpose now. 

The city of Budapest, in Austro-Hungary, 
which has been called “the Chicago of Eu- 
rope,’’ is a city that has realized the value 
of ite water front, and paid dearly to get 
it Back for the people. Budapest con- 
demned the land on both banks of the 
Danube within the city limits for public 
use at an expense of many niijliond of 
dollars. Expensive buildings were torn 
down and in their place parks and drives 
were laid out. 

The natural conditions of Budapest and 
St. Louts are singularly alike. The Dan- 
ube is not as wide as the Mississippi, but 
the character of the rivers is much the 
same. It has been urged against riverside 
parks in St. Louls that the color of the 
Mississippi is not at all attractive. It is thre 
rame hue as the Danube at Budapest, in 
spite of the fact that Strauss wrote a waltz 
in honor of “the beautiful biue Danube." 
The celebrated Tiber ts quite as muddy. 

But the color of the water in a river 
seems to make no great difference in its 
value as a picturesque feature to a city 
The water in the Thames at London is 
Diack, thick and oleaginous, and flows like 
molasses. Twice a day the tide rushes out 


and the waters of the Thames below Rich- 
mond, which is above London, empties into 
the North Sea, leaving beh'nd black and 
evil-smelling mud flats. And yet no river 
in the world has been so celebrated in art 
as the Thames at London bridge. Turner 
delighted to paint it. Whistler has done it 
both in color and on the etched plate, 
Pennell has drawn its beauties in pen and 
ink, and hundreds of other artists have 
perpetuated its mystery and picturesque 
beauty in the thousands of pictures that 
have been made of it. 

The Seine at Paris is a light slate color, 
and but for the artificial beauty added to 
it under the two Napoleons, would be an 
ordinary stream indeed. 

At Budapest the hill descending to the 
river has been terraced, the succeeding lev- 
els separated from one another by stone 
walls, through which, at appropriate in- 
tervals, there are beautiful wooded gar 
dens or small parks, and such public build 
ings as are on it are designed with an eye 
to harmony and beauty.

| HE advance guard of the great army 
£ of peripatetics who will vend small 

and useful amicles upon the streets 
during the World’s Fair is arriving in St. 
Louls. In a year from now there will be 
hundreds of them selling everything imagi- 
nable that is portable and cheap, for 
“cheap” is the keynote to the street ven- 
ders’ success. 

Where do all the emall articles come 
from that the street venders sell so cheap- 
ly? In the New England States and New 
York, In Ohio, Indiana and Chicago great 
factories are busy turning out tons of stuff 
for the use of the street vender only; things 
that are not intended for and never get 
into the shops. 

The manufacture of “fakers' stock” is a 
specialty of itself. Four of the establish- 
ments employ men of inventive genius 
whose business it is to constantly get up 
1ew toys or small articles that can be made 
cheaply and sold on the streets, 

It is one of the peculiarities of human 
nature, ahd one that results in compara- 
tive wealth to the street faker that people 
will buy a street toy if it has plenty of red 
paint on it, and does not cost mere than 
2% cents, but if it cafi be made fo sell at 
10 cents, and show a profit so much the 
better. While there is more than twice the 
profit in a %-cent article than in one that 
sells for 10 cents, still the latter is more 
profitable because four times as many can 
be sold, The man who looks upon & cents 
as a good piece of money, generally thinks 
nothing of spending a dime. 

Except during the various holiday sea- 
sons, such as Christmas, Fourth of July, 
‘Washington's Birthday, Decoration Day, 
St. Patrick's Day and the like, for which 
specialities are provided, the staple stock 
of the faker consists of song books, shoe- 
strings, lead pencils, collar buttons, sleeve 
holders, can openers, glass cutters and 
things of that sort. Flower venders belong 
to a different class. 

In every large city are novelty stock 
houses who buy of the manufacturers and 


sell to the fakers. The faker, being a wan-

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ST LOUIS IS NOW A MILLINERY CLINIC 


RE you aware or the fact that Bt. 
A Toulse just now is a big millinery 

clinic? The city has a_i transient 
population of several hundred milliners 
from the country towns, learning the spring 
styles. Nearly every Missouri town of 
Sonsequence is represented, and there are 
many milliners from Iilinois, Arkansas, 
Kentucky, Oklahoma, Kansas and even 
from far-off Temas. 

Nearly all the visiting milliners are young 
women, some of them in business for them- 
selves, but the majority are employes of 
rural houses that deal in ladies’ hats and 
set the fashion for the community. Some 
of the young women when they arrive here, 
have no regular engagement for the sea- 
son. While here they find employment, 
through the wholesale houses, where they 
learn to trim bonnets in the latest styles, 
or by personal meeting with milliners who 
need help. 

Early in Febraury the host of hat ar- 
tists arrives in the city. Accommodation 
for three or four weeks is found at board- 


and usefulness. 

The winter millinery school ts of mutual 
benefit to wholesalers and retailers, as 
well as to the employed trimmers. The 
wholesale houses have many orders for 
trimmed hats from country buyers at this 
season, and the work done by the stu- 
dents in trimming helps them to fll the 
rush orders, the regular city force not 
being sufficient te supply the demand for 
trimmed bonnets.

and where it is not uncommon for a farmer 
wanting a rush reply to direct that it be 
addressed to him in care of ‘‘central’’ of his 
farmers’ telephone line.

‘phone. Even the rural mail delivery, 
which was a great stride toward putting 
the farmer on an equality with his city 
brother, so far as mail facilities are con- 
cerned, is thus bested from.one to twenty- 
four hours. 
“The farmers’ telephone has come to stay 
and to play a great part ‘n our national! 
life,’’ said Senator Fairbanks in reviewing 


and cxplaining his plans for the rural mail 
telephone special delivery. ‘It has not 
bound all states or all sections in its 
meshes yet, but in most of the progressive 
States, where the farmers realize that they 
cannot be out of reach of close commun!- 
cation with the world and its markets, the 
lines have been run out from the towns and 
cover the country districts. They go back

“The farmers have built these lines, in 
many cases, on the co-operative plan in or- 
der to get better serv'ce than could other- 
wise be given.

The rural mail service, though it has been 
a tremendous stride toward better and 
quicker facilities for the farmers, is being 
found to be too slow. Al! of the rural mali! 
carriers over the country leave their sta- 
tions at 6, 7 or 8 o’cleck in the morning. 
They take out the mail received during the 
previous day and during the night and the 
early morning. A letter received after they 
leave may not be delivered for twenty or 
twenty-four hours, ana sometimes forty- 
eight hours after it was written only 100 
miles away. By the new scheme, informa- 
tion in such letters, if it be urgent, could 
be delivered hours in advance of the arrival 
of the carrier who had left before the let- 
ter was received at the positoffice. 

It is pointed out that such a service 
would create new business that ‘s not now 
handled by the telegraph companies. Be- 
cause of the necessity of delivering tele- 
graph messages by messenger, the _ tele- 
grap. service, unless the message is one of 
life and death, does not extend beyond a 
mile or two.from the town or city limits, 
and {fs generally limited. at least, by a 
25 cent messenger .fee. For 19 cents the 
message, according ‘to the new plan, might 
be carried 15 or 2) mles back into the coun- 
try und in such cases a great deal quicker 
than the telegraph cOmpanies couid deliver 
it by messenger.

With such a system in effect all over 
the country—and it ts thought that it would 
be wélinigh general in five or six years— 
the United States, instead of being the 
laggard in mail facilittes for the rural com- 
munities, would become the leader. 

In some of the prairie sections of the 
central states, the farmers have imesulated 
and are now using the top wire of their 
barbwire fences as telephone wires.

ROM “Hardscrabble’ to the White 
F Hiouse was a matter of but 10 years. 
From the cabin to a major-general- 
ship it wa#a span of but three years. Nine 
years after Grant’s hands hewed the logs 
for the house and lifted them into pace, 
and six years after he moved out of the 
cabin. those same hands accepted from 
President Abraham Lincoln a commission 
as lieutenant-general of the armies of the 
T’nited States, a rank revived by spcial act 
of Congress in order that the victorious 
general might be elevated thereto and thus 
be in a position to command every army in 
the field, throwing men by hundreds of 
thousands against the enemy, from Texas 
to the Maryland shore, and crushing the 
great«rebellion. 

Amd the cabin built by that: disappointed 
farmer and victorious general is the one 
that has ‘stood for nearly 50 years within 
nine miles of the St. Louls courthouse anc 
which last week was transferred from Ed- 
ward Joy of Old Orchard to Mr. Bianke. 

Napoleon used to tell how, when a young 
soldier, he walked the pavements of Paris 
with his shoes in shocking condition and 
was compelled to stand off his washerwom- 
an for want of funds; but that was merely 
for an insignificant period in the conquer- 
or’s career, Napoleon knew but little of the 
sting of poverty. 

Ulysses S. Grant knew all its bitterness, 
through long, tedious, soul-sickening years 
of struggie. For seven years he lived in Bt. 
Touls County, in the city of 6t. Louis and 
at Galena, IL, feeling every day the pinch 
of poverty and stooping under the struggle 
to make a living. 

Something of this long battle with ad- 
verse conditions was told in the Maga- 
zine supplement of last Sunday's Post-Dis- 
patch, .jn the excerpts from Churchill! 
Williams’ new novel of 8St. Louis, “The 
Captain,” and that story began with the 
picture of Capt. Grant hewing the logs 
‘for the building of the same cabin that 
has now changed hands. That story told, 
én the limitations of a fictional narrative, 
“w#omething about the old’ log ‘house. Now 
for fuller facts and the story of the trans- 
fer. 

In the fall of 18%, Ulusses S. Grant, hav- 
ing resigned from the army July 81 of that 
year, came to St. Louls by way of George- 
town, ©O., his father’s home, A grad@uate 
of West Point, he had received a lLieuten- 
ant’s commission and had fo t bravely 
through the Mexican war. in 1968 
to Miss Julia Dent, who lived out on 
Gravola road below &t. he had 
served at eeveral army posts. From Gack- 
ett'’s Harbor, N. Y., he had been sent to 
Jar Fort Vancouver, on the northern Pa- 
ellie coast, and thence to Fort Humbeo!dt, 
Cal, miles above Ban Francisco. 


Grant. around the Horn to his distant 


-post. He sent Mrs. Grant and the child 


to his father's home in Ohio, and shortly 


‘after his departure a second son was born. 


Later Mrs. Grant and her children went 
to live at White Haven, her.birthplace, the 
hotne of Col. Frederick, Dent, near this 
city. 

Above all things else, Grant was a home 
man. He loved his family. The separa- 
tion was unendurable. One day’ in April, 
1854, he received his commission as a4 
captain. The same'day he resigned his com- 
mission, to take ®@ffect the last day of 
the July following. Jefferson Davis, then 
secretary of war, made the final indorse- 
ment of approval* en the resignation. 

Grant started immediately to rejoin his 
family. Always of a generous ‘nature, he 
had loaned sums'of money to armY friends 
and others whom hé met while in the ser- 
viee. At San Frarzgisco he hoped to col- 
lect enough from his debtors to carry him 
to his wife and little ones. Those who 
owed him evaded. him. He walked the 
streets of San Francisco without a dollar. 
Chief Quartermaster Robert Allen found 
him in a miserable garret room, his head 
bowed, his face haggard and sorrowful. 
Allen arranged for his transportation to 
New York, and also raised some*money to 
supply hia daily needs on the trip. 

From New York he weht to Watertown, 
where he hired a horse and rode to Sack- 
ett's Harbor in the hope of collecting 
enough money from other debtors to bring 
him. te St... Louis. Again he met disap- 
pointment. He returned to New York pen- 
niless. 

Capt. Simon B. Buckner, recruiting officer 
in New York, lately a distinguished general 
and in’1896 the vice-presidential candidate 
on the Gold Democracy’s ticket, became 
surety for his ‘hotel bill. Finally Grant re- 
ceived trom his father a sum sufficient to 
take him to his old home in Ohio, where 
he seems to have been received rather cold- 
ly. 

The neighbors say that Jesse Grant was 
deéply humiliated by the home-coming of 
his eldest son tn such a condition. He had 


‘boasted for years of -Ulysses,..but now he 


turned to his sons, Simpson and Orvil. 
“West Point epolled one of my bays for 
business,”’ he said.

His son-in-law had reached 
his thirty-third year. without laying jup a 
dollar against the future. Old neighbérs of 
the Dents still recall uncomplimehtary 
language used by Col. Dent in alluding to 
Capt. Grant. i

der such handicaps. Grant stood erect. His

she shared his hardships. That wintér and 
the next spring and summer the ex-captain 
cut wood, plowed for wheat,. hoed | corn, 
bgund wheat behind the keen cradles jof his 
father-in-law's darkey slaves, and Wwas a 
farmer's man of all work. He had worked 
on a farm in his. boyhood, and. whilé stat- 
tioned on the Paeific coast, he had raised a 
large crop of potatoes, in the hope of mak- 
ing some money for his family. Pdétatoes 
were selling at $9 per bushel’ when he 
planted his.crop, When he dug the ‘tubers 
they. were worthless, for everybody else 
had-raiged a large crop, and Grant paid 
some men to haul the potatoes out/of his 

A 
way. There were other agricultura] dis- 
appointments to come. ‘ 

In the late fall of 1854. the harvest over, 

Grant began the work of cutting treds from 
Which to hew the timbers of the log house 
that has new been sold. He worked eariy 
and late. Oak and elm fell before his on- 
Slaught. He fought it out on that jine all 
and at last was ready fér “the 
raisin’.”’ There are many venerable c*ti- 
zens of St. Louis who recall, with fdnd rev- 
ollection, the house-raisings of thbse old 
days. Such neighborhood functions were of 
frequent Occurrence, and yet nut ‘so fre- 
quent as to lose their charm. When the 
pioneer had hewed his logs and hauled 
them to the site of his future home he went 
through the. countryside notifying his 
ne'ghbors ‘that upon a certain day “the 
_ raisin’ "would take place. Bright and 
early came the neighbors, to assist ‘the 
house-builder in raising the timbédrs into 
place. There Was a dinner spread! on the 
ground, and Hard cider and ginger cakes 
kept 'the workéfs cheerful.

There was no false pride about Ulysses 
S. Grant. Clad in his old, blue army over- 
coat and his high army boots, which Jast- 
ed him ten yeurs after his resignation 
from the urmy. he us¢d to haul wood to 
Jefferson .Barracks, where az a young 
brevet lieutenant he had shone in society 
and from. which he had ridden out on his 
fine horse to court Col. Dent's daughicr. 
At the Barracks, lie ‘sometimes met old 
army associates, who sneered at the shab- 
by-looking farmer. Grant appeared not to 
notice the sneers. He was trying to make 
a living for his fawufily. In the big log 
cabin was 4 busy housewife, surrounded by 
chigiren, and gthat was home—some-

‘*‘Hardscrabble’’ was a haven of rest dur- 
ing the long winter evenings. Neighbors 
came in and played checkers with the 
captain, who, it is said, nearly always 
won.

he was learning to do and to’endure; he 
was being disciplined for a ‘greater game.

Thus life went on, a humdrum life except 
fdr the wife and babies; grubbing, hoeing, 
hauling. Grant began to grow old, appar- 
ently. Lie permitted his beard to grow, so 
that he looked much older than he was. 
Perhaps he felt old. It is known that he 
made but’ little headway in his farming 
and that he was deeply discouraged, but 
he made little complaint.

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ing in St. Louis gnd went to his father an 
apparently. defeated man.”’ 

His father and brothers gave him a po- 
Sition at a‘Salary of S%@® a month in their 
leather store at Galena, and Grant was 
giad to get the job. That was in 1860.. A 
year later he leaped into fame and undy- 
ing glory. : 

Edward Jovy, who has owned the Grant 
cabin since 1891, when asked last ‘week why 
he admires Gen. ‘Grant so highly, replied: 

“Because Grant had the most man in him 
of any man iI ever heard of. 
his life he showed the very highest quali- 
ties of manhood. He would not accept 
Lee's sword at Appomattox, and he told 
the surrendered Confederates to take their 
horses and ride home arg put in their 
crops.”’ 

Mr. Joy. is now 82 years of age. He has 
lived in the vicinity. of St.. Louis since 
1873, engaged in the rea) estate business. 
How he came to buy the Grant cabin he 
thus explainéd last week: 

“In 1891 I was out driving with an old 
friend, a lady, and we passed down the 
Gravois road and out the old Ridge road. 
My companion said, ‘Sec that log house out 
there in the woods? Gen. Grant ‘buiit that 
and lived in it.’ I was interested at once, 
and before I got back home I determined 
to buy the house if it could be bought. 
Luther Conn owned the Dent place and the 
cabin. I’ made him an offer of $400) for 
the cabin. The next day he came to my of- 
fice and said that for $5000 I could have 
it. 1 gave him my check for $3000 and my 
note for the balance, at 60 days. I paid 
the note when it became due and owned 
the Grant log cabin absolutely. 

“I removed the cabin to a lot owned. by 
me in Old Orchard, four miles. from its 
original] site, ‘where it now stands. There 
was great danger-.of relic hunters destroy- 
ing it had it: been. left on the farm. My 
son, J. P. Joy of Chicago, a contractor, 
superintendédsthe moving. It was neces- 
sary to te the cabin down, but we marked 
every od.

Joy ‘Duilt high board fence around 
the cabin, to kéep intruders away, and in- 
duced. a family to live in it and take care 
of the relic. Frank Pelsoe, a mail carrier, 
is the present occupant. A. woman from 
Kentifcky, a member of the household, 
who shows properly accredite® visitors 
through the wide rooms, remarked last 
week to the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 

“They say that Mr. Grant himself stood 
at. that front corner and raised the logs 
the day of the ra‘sing. Well, I've seen a 
good many. log houses down in Kentucky,

opinion, Mr. Grant was a much greater 
warrior than hée was an architect.” 

Mr. Joy says that he understands that 
Gen. Grant owned the cabin for some years 
after the war and visited it. Mrs. Grant 
also paid a visit to “Hardscrabble”’ after 
her trip around the world with the general. 
While there, she met many old friends, 
who were forced to acknowledge that Ulys- 
ses had amounted to something, though 
they still held that he was not much of a 
farmer.

And I know he must be a 
good son, for when I suggested to him 
that the Sunday night audfences at the 
Century were the largest of the week and 
that he was” missing a good thing in a 
boxoffice way by not “opening until Mon- 
day night, he replied: 

‘“‘Maybe. But even if I thought it a good 
thing, which I do not, I couldn’t do it on 
my father's account. He wouldn't approve 
of it, and I wouldn't do anything to pain 
him "’ 

Mr. Blossom doesn't seem to think that 
it takes much genius to write a play, but 
he thinks it takes something not possessed 
by. everyone to get a play before the pub- 
lic. 

“Almost anyone can write a. play, but 
it takes a genius go get it produced,”’ he 
Says. ° 

“I found myself one of a group of au- 
thors and dramatists in the Lambs’ Club 
in New York one evening not long ago,” 
continued Mr. Blossom, “and their ex- 
perience in attempting to have their plays 
brought before the public, as related by 
them in turn, would have made most in- 
teresting reading. 

“The vicissitudes of 
play have been scarcely 
that of the hero in the story. Several 
managers read it; all pronounced it very 
good: but each, save Mr. Kirke La Shelle, 
was unable, through inability to secure 
a star, or through the impossibility of 
securing theater bookings, to guarantce 
a production within any reasonable time. 
Most of them suggested such  fradical 
changes also, as I felt it impossible to 
make and still preserve anything like my 
i@ea of what the play should be. 

“One manager glibly suggested that it be 
made a popular-priced production, intro- 
ducing specialties, etc. *.‘I know a swell

‘‘Another manager insisted that the last 
act be changed to include the death scene 
as portrayed in the book.

“Mr. Theodore Burt Sayre, who ‘reads 
for Mr. Frohman,’ handed me back the 
manuscript after a cursory reading with 
the statement that as far as he could see 
I had no play.

“I doubt if there was ever a dramatiza- 
tion of a popular book which entirely sat- 
isfled the reading public,’’ said Mr. Blos- 
sorn when asked if his play followed the 
novel closely. “A playwright has about 
two houfts in which to introduce his char- 
acters, prepare his situations, work up 
his climaxes and spring his denouement. 
It is impossi®le, therefore, to preferve 
much more than thé general trend of the 
story—its atmosphere and original char- 
acterization.”

SIGN of the affluence or poverty, the 
A thrift of prodigality of the people of a 
city is the number of pawnshops they 
support. Compared with other cities of 
corresponding population St. Louis has re- 
markably few pawnshops. There are, per- 
haps, a dozen licensed pawnbrokers in the 
city, several of whom dea! exclusively in 
loans on jewelry and precious stones. 


There are, however, an abundance of 
emall shops, which practically loan money 
on all sorts of collateral, but evade the 
pawnbrokers’ license by buying the article 
and giving the seller an agreement to sell 
it back at the eum paid for it, plus the 
interest. — 

The leading pawnbrokers of the city are 
situated close to the big hotels, for it fs a 
fact that some of their most profitable 
trade comes from the transient class. ac- 
tors, traveling salesmen and the like. These 
brokers will loan money on ng except 
gems. watches and other jewelry that is 
easily converted into cash if unredeemed. 


Thé cairne were also used for guide posts. 
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society and sporting life, who can be de- 
pended upon to deposit with the broker a 
certain sum every month, the interest on 
pledged jewels. 

Women whose husbands are above finan- 
clal reproach often have recourse to the 
pawnbroker to tide over a money depres- 
sion due to some extravagance or indis- 
cretion. These are the customers the 
pawnbroker likes, because they seldom de- 
fault in the redemption of their collateral, 
and it is the interest on the loan, and not 
the ultimate possession of the -article 
pawned, that the broker most desires.

In eastern 
cities, New York. for instance, few ftre- 
arms are pledged because comparatively 
few are carried by the oftisens.

Pictures Will Have a Splendid Creation of His 
Art at Exposition Entrance---Typifies the Once- 
Wild West---Group Has Been Cast in Bronze. 


REDERIC REMINGTON, a former 
Missourian, representative painter 
and sculpter of wild western life, 

has been selected by Chief Sculptor Bitter 
of the World's Fair to do a gigantic ‘‘Wild 
West” group for the entrance to the Fair. 

It is to be a heroic work, conspicuous by 
reason of its location and also because it 
fis an American masterpiece by an Ameri- 
can artist. It is of peculiar interest to 
Missourians because for a number of years 
Mr. Remington was a resident of Kansas 
City, where he did newspaper {llustrating 
Before he became known to fame. 


The sketch of the group has been com- 

and has already been cast in bronze. 

tr. Remington has given the work the 

Name “Oomin’ Thro’ the Rye,” which, in 

the light of conditions that it portrays, 
must be considered an admirable title. 


It represents four cowboys mounted on 
Dronchos dashing in full gallop up the 
Street, their six-shooters cocked and wav- 
ing and their quirte flying from their 
Wrists. The “busters” have the light of 
Geviliry in their eyes and their mouths 
are shown open as though tn the act of

retained from life. The suggestion con- 
veyed by this picture is that the riders 
are “shooting up’’ some erstwhile passive 
village whose lethargy can only be awak- 
ened by the arrival of the cowboys. 

It is a monument to that wild western 
gayety which finds expression on the fron- 
tier. 

It Is not the least surprising that Mr. 
Remington. should have thrown all his 
heart into this bronze nor that it should 
be chosen from among so many others 
to adorn the great World's Fair. 

Remington is to the types of the West 
what Millet was to the peasantry of 
France; to the horsemen of the plains 
what Detallle was to the soldiers of 
France. He is the historian, the palInter 
and the sculptor of the land which bor- 
ders the sand and terminates at the foot 
of the Rockies. No one knows the cow- 
boy, his habits, his haunts and his horse 
as does Remington. He knows the cow- 
boy from actual! participation In some of 
his exploits, having lived with the cow- 
punching fraternity before he began to 
draw pictures of the type. 

Here is a pen picture of two good “bron- 
co busters” written by Mr. Remington in 
“Pony Tracks,"’ published by Harper's and 
lilustrated by himself: 

“They have all the rude virtues. The 
inteligence which is never lacking and the 
perfect courage which never fails are 
found tn such men as Tom Bailey ani 
Johnny Bell—two Texans who are the su- 
perior of any cowman I have ever seen. I 
have seen them chase the ‘mavericks’ at 
top epeed over a country so difficult that 
& man could hardly pass on foot out of a 
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walk. On one occasion Mr. Bailey, in 
hot pursuit of a bull, leaped a tremendous 
fallen log at top speed, and in the next 
instant ‘tailed’ and threw the bull as it 
was about to enter the timber. Bell can ride 
a pony at a gallop while standing up in 
his saddle, and while Cossacks do this 
trick, they are enabled to accomplish it 
casily from the superior adaptability of 
their saddles to the purpose. 

“In my association with these men of the 
frontier I have come greatly to respect 
their’ moral fiber and their character. Mod- 
ern civilization, In the process of educating 
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men beyond their capacity, often succeeds 
in vulgarizing «them; but these natural 
men possess minds which, though lacking 
all embellishment, are chaste and simple 
and utterly devoid of a certain flippancy 
which passes for smartness in situations 
where life is not so real. 

“The fact that a man bolts hia food or 
uses his table knife as though it were a 
deadly weapon counts very little in the 
game these men play in their lonely range 
life. They are not complicated, these 
children of nhaturg, and they never think 
one thing and say another.”’ 


These are the men from which Rem- 
ington has made his studies. They -are 
more to him than mere models. They are 
his friends. And with only the sky for 
a roof and the stars for candles this gifted 
man has lain down deside the ‘“punchers’’ 
of Texas and slept the peaceful sleep and 
dreamed sweet dreams. He has made 
them as they are, and with his knowl- 
edge has given life and action to mute 
clay.

‘ST. LOUIS ALLEYS INTEREST EASTERNERS 


MAN from New York; who, before he 
A came to St. Louts, regarded Buffalo 

as belng ‘“‘out west,’’ stopped in front 
of a downtown alley and exclaimed “What 
a narrow street!’’ 

“That is not a street,’ said his mentor, 
‘it's an alley.’’ 

“We have nothing of that sort In New 
York,” sald the pligrim from the sea. 
“What are alleys for?’ The use and mis- 
use of alleys were explained to him, and he 
thought it all very remarkable. And when 
you come to think of it yourself, the alleys 
of St. Louls are remarkable in their way. 

There are 321 miles of alleys in St. Louis. 
87 per cent of them are paved, and many 
of them inhabited. 

New York makes up for the lack of alleys 
in well-like back yards, to the bottom of 
which the sun seldom penetrates, and 
which, on wash days, are full of fluttering 
clothes, six stories deep. St. Louls alleys, 
on the other hand, are, In the main, mere 
middie ways through blocks for the un- 
loading of coal at back doors, and the 
dumping of ashes and garbage. These are 
the least interesting of the alleys. 

One of the alleys, and a long one, is oc- 
cupled exclusively by the St. Lovis & Sub- 
urban Railway for a night of way. The 
cars of the company run through the alley 
between Morgan street and West Beile

of Vandeventer avenue to Union avenue, 


A divergence of two blocks to the north 
brings the line to another alley which it 
follows to De Hodiamont. 

St. Charles street, from Fourteenth street 


to’ Jefferson avenue, is virtually an alley. .- 


The German Theater and the old Washing- 
ton University turn thelr backs upon it, 
and an ipfinitude of stables and mean 
buildings abut upon it. 

The south side of Locust street, between 
Eighth and Ninth streets, has been turned 
into an alley by the government, and the 
owners of property across the way have 
entered a protest against it to the post- 
office department at Washington. 

For a block there is no sidewalk at tuis 
place, because it is the back door of the 
postoffice where the mail wagons back-up 
to load and unload mail bags. The pos - 
office department, while it will treat the 
protest with respect, will probably point 
out to the arotestants that it can do no 
better. because it must have a back door. 

The elegant and aristocratic Vandeventer

Franklin avenue on the one side and Bell

Hop alley is the Chinatown of St. Louis. 
Detectives and others, who wish to indulge 
the cousin from rural parts in wild ex- 
citement, conducts him through Hop alley 
and exhibits the opfum dens, which, offi-- 
cially, do not exist. In the mean houses 
fronting on the alley may be found opium 
fiends, in all stages of stupor or exhilara- 
tion, “hitting the pipe,”’ otherwise it is 
inocuous. 

Foster alley and Dago alley are the 
abodes of the Italians who peddle lemons 
and plaster casts and work in macaroni 
factories. To the searcher for local color 
these alleys are mines of delight. They 
are as foreign as Naples, whence many of 
the inhabitants hail. <A jangle of high, 
rapid speaking voices, gusts of garlic-laden 
air, laughter, song and pretty black-hatred 
Italian girls with scarlet lips and white 
teeth, are impressions one gts on a visit 
to them.

Part of this 
sum ie wanted for.the projection of a na- 
tional highway, extending from coast to 
coast. It has been claimed that no high- 
Way across the Rocky moyntains could 
eyer be built, but this statement has been 
disproved by Webb Jay of Denver, who has 
crossed the Great Divide with an autmo- 
bile. showing that. the difficulties of road 
travel in the Rocky Mountains are not iIn- 
furmountable. : 

Mr. Jay climbed Mosquito Pass, near 
Leadville. This pass is only 100 feet lower 
than Argentine Pass, which is 13,288 feet 
high. Argentine Pass is known as the 
highest wagon road in the world. Both it 
and Mosquito Pass ar@ very difficult for 
horses to ascend, hence Mr. Jay's feat in 
climbing to such an altitude is little short 
ef wonderful. The daring chauffeur . says, 
however, that a few thousand dollars ex- 
pended in road improvement will put Mos- 
quito Pass Yn such condition that no au- 
tomobilist need to be afraid to try it, pro- 
vided he has a reasonably strong machine. 
Mr. Jay's testimony is regarded as strong 
proof that Gen. Nelson lles and other 
national higaway enthusiasts are right in 
declaring that a continental roadway offers 
no problems of construction that cannot be 
solve 

There® is a great difference between bowi- 
ing along a smooth city street in an auto- 
mobile and ascending a pass whose sum- 
mit is above the clouds and whose sides are 
composed of nothing but giant boul- 
ders and blasted rock. And the 
chauffeur Who uhdertakes such a 
trip. in the present condition of 
Rocky mountain roads, a#sumes a great re- 
sponsibility. He has a powerful engine to 
control, and a car whose weight may be 
anywhere from 1000 to 2500 pounds. The 
slightest balk of the steering apparatus, or 
the least loss of nerve on the part of the 
chauffeur, will result in either dashing the 
car and its occupant against the side of a 
mountain on one hand or down a steep 
abyss on the other. 

Mr. Jay, with one companion, left Denver 
one Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock. The 75 
miles south to Colorado Springs were cov- 
ered in a short time by the 2000-pound au- 
tomobile. The next morning the automo- 
billets left Colorado Springs for Cripple 
Creek, about 38 miles. This part of the trip 
was made over the famous Cheyenne Can- 
yon road, which has very steep grades, and 
which possesses terrors enough to: satisfy 
the average auto enthusiast. The elevation 
of Cripple Creek is over 10,000 feet, while 
the elevation of Colorado Springs is only 
slightiy over 5000 feet. This great climb 
was made iif only a few hours, however, 
the automobilists taking lunch at 1 o'clock

at Divide, near Cripple Creek.. FromDi- 
vide they’ bowled easily to Florissant, and 
then to Hartsell's, at the southern extrem- 
ity of South Park.

At Leadville bets were freely made that 
the automobile would never climb Mosquito 
Pass. 12 miles away. No suth feat had 
ever been attempted, and old mountaineers 
thought it would be impossible for any 
“gasoline wagon” to make the ’climb.’ Mr. 
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Jay started out, however, maintaining fan 
outward composure which belied his in- 
ward feelings. About seven miles from 
Leadville timber line was reached. “Here 
the, automobilists faced. a_-terrific. grade, 
composed apparently of nothing but broken 
rock. The engine worked admirably, but 
the great power necessary to propel the 
machine often left the wheels spinning 


and painfully . the automobile 
elimbed the grade.\ At* times the wheels 
would be buried several inches in the 
loose rock. About a'mile from the top of 
the pass the injured tire exploded. It took 
only 45 minutes to put on the new one, how- 
ever, and the automobilists were soon on 
their way "oncemore. ~A-few more zigzags 
were made to overcome the grade, and

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HE rise in prices of agricultural lands 
58 in the last few years has made it

GAtions of the department of agriculture for 
the year 1901, carried on under the direc-

land bas been 2.5 tons per acre; the aver- 
age increase in yield of corn has been 26.6% 
bushels per acre; and potatoes show a 
gain of 83.9 bushels per acre. The annua! 
cost of irrigation at Madison has been $6.6s 
per acre, not including any interest on the 
investment, but including all extra labor. 
At current prices, this leaves a net profit 
from irrigation of about $20 per acre on 
hay, $11 per acre on corn, and $73 per acre 
on potatoes. The conditions of soll and 
climate at Madison do not differ from those 
of the middie West generally, and the: re- 
sults given above show that where water 
can be obtained without too large an out- 
lay irrigation as a part of intensive farm- 
ing ts very profitable. 

Another series of experiments was begun 
for testing the effect of irrigation and fer- 
tiligation on sandy soils, such as are com- 
mon in large sections of Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota.

— Potasfium carbonate, 1 
ounce; ammonia gvater, 1% ounces; tinc- 
ture of cantharides, 6 drams; bay rum, 4 
ounces; aleohol,.4 ounces; water, 6 ounce’. 

Dissolve the potassium carbonate in the 
water and add fhe remaining ingredients, 
Rub well into’ the roots. Rinse thoroughly 
in several waters. Then dry carefully. 

But besides a weekly shampoo at this 
season of the year the scalp requires fric- 
tion to stimulate the circulation and bring 
new life to the follicies. 

There is no svbatitute for scalp massage 
nor ie there any, other treatment that com- 
pares with it In benefiting the condition of 
the hair. Hair tonics are useful in con- 
nection With mas#age. They are of little 
value where the scalp is tight to the head 
as it usually becomes through great nerv-, 
ous strain. 

Formulas for tonics are given in answer 
to many requests: 

LOTION FOR DRY HAIR.—Glycerine, 1 
ounce; eau de cologne, 1% pint; liquid am- 
monia, 1 dram, ail of origanum, oil of rose- 
mary, % dram of each; tincture of can- 
tharides, 1 ounce. Briskly agitate for 10 
minutes, then add camphor julep. % pint, 
and again mix well and stir. A few drops

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NE of the curious sights of the morn- 
() ing on the levee of St. Louis is the 
procession of old pilots, who g0 

down to the river to read the water gauge. 
They come from their homes or the roonis 
of the Pilots’ Association on Fourth street, 
singly or in pairs. It seems to be more a 
matter of habit than anything else, for 
they came to the gauge whether the river 
be stationary or on the rise or fall. When 


they learn the stage of the water they 
compare it with memoranda made last yeur 
or the year before, and even five or ten 
years ago, and calculate to a nicety how 
much water there should be at the time in 
the channel at such a bend or over a bar. 


The gauge itself is a bar of railroad iron, 


set into the levee south of the harbor cffice, 
The top of the bar is flush with the cobble-

St. Louisan Will Visit 


Great Forest Preserve 

EN. JOHN W. NOBLE of 8t. Louis 
has gone to California to gee a 
forest which he succeeding in pre- 
serving for the government when he was 


secretary of the interior under President 
Benjamin Flarrigon. 

Gen. Nobdle fs a firm believer in the pres- 
ervation of American forests. It is sald 
that during his regime in the portfolio of 
secretary of the tnterlor he did more in 
this respect than any predecessor had done 
before him. The government has now 
47,000,000 acres of forest preserves in the 
Rocky Mountains and others parts of the 
Weat. 

The accompanying map, from “Irrigation 
in the United States,"’ a new book by Fred- 
erick Haynes Newell, shows the forests 
and woodlands of. the West, dark spots 


marking the mountains or highlands and 


the black portions Indicating the relative 
positions upon which trees of commercial 
value are growing, or have recently grown. 
The areas surrounded by an trregular line 
indicate the wooded localities and lower 
mountains, upon which are scattered trees 
whose size or condition are such that they
